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Indian claims: 
Studies, talk 
but no justice 


Behind recent militant actions by B.C. Indians is 
their claim that B.C. is Indian land — taken from them 
by white society without compensation, even without 
conquest. 

Indian leaders have made it clear that until the fed¬ 
eral and provincial governments settle the land claims 
issue, the province will continue to be rocked with 
protests, occupations and blockades. 

They say they have had enough studies and words 
from white politicians, that the time has come for ac¬ 
tion-action that will give B.C. Indians the Justice dial 
has been denied them. 

At the root of the issue is the fact that, unlike the 
Prairie provinces where Indian land was ceded througli 
treaty, land in B.C. has always been under the control 
of tJie provincial government. 

In the Prairie province.^, the federal giivernment, 
which had control over land and which \% constitu- 
^tionally responsible for Indian affairs, could make trea- 
'‘^ties with the Indians and set aside reserves. 

Although many Prairie Indians claim the treaties 
weren’t fair—that Indians there really didn’t under¬ 
stand either the concepts of land ownership or reserva¬ 
tions—there can be little doubt that Indians now living 
under the so-called numbered ti^aties failed better 
than B.C. Indians. 

F^eral government policy at the time provided 80 
acres of land for each Indian family and many Prairie 
reserves are measured In square miles, in comparison 
with B.C. reserves which are measured in acres. Tlie 
average size of a coastal resei’ve is about one square 
mile. 

The other issue, which has led to several highway 
blockades, is that o^ cutoff lands, where reserves were 
reduced in size by a federal-provincial royal commis¬ 
sion about 60 years ago. Tliese lands were taken 
without consent or compensation. In addition, ofiier 
lands have been taken since by the province for rights- 
of-way for railways and power lines. 

The provincial government has announced that a 
three-member committee will be established to e.xam- 
ine cutoff claims, and that 100 acres will be returned 
this fall to one of the affected reserves as a .symbol <Tf 
good faith, and this may defuse the land issue to some 
extent.

JERUSALEM lUPI) - 
Israeli police ,,jised water 
hoses Saturday on angry 
Jews intent on storming the 
Arab Oil City to retaliate for 
Filday’s terror bombing. 

The demonstrators set fire 
to Arab-owned watermelon 
stands In an open field be¬ 
tween the Jewish Murasha 
district and the Old City, and 
threw rocks at fwlice.

Additional army troops 
were rushed to the Damascus 
gate to keep out the crowds 
from the Murasha quarter — 
known in Arabic as Musrara. 

Demonstratoi's earlier galli- 
ered near the gate and set up 
a pole with an Israeli flag, a 
black flag and a banner read¬ 
ing "death to tenrjnsts.’’

The bomb, hidden in an old 
refrigerator, exploded on a

off everybody started rusTiing 
and helping everybody else.

In 1849, the British crown 
granted the Hudson’s Bay 
Company all the land on Van¬ 
couver Island on the condition 
that the lands be opened for 
white settlement. 

Following the policy set in 
the 1763 royal proclamation 
by King George HI. it was 
necessary for Indian land to 
be purchased l)efore settle¬ 
ment could occur, and this 


task fell to Douglas, chief fac¬ 
tor of tlie company until 1851, 
when he was named colonial 
governor. 

All the ti*eaties contain pro¬ 
visions that Indians "are at 
liberty’ to hunt on oc- 
cupie<l lands and "carry on 
our fisheries as formerly."* 

According to a study pt'e- 
pared by the union of chiefs. 


the Songhees reseiwe es¬ 
tablished by the treaties in¬ 
cludes the legislative pre¬ 
cinct, but in 1858, the Indian 
document claims Douglas 
changed his mind and "the 
land was re-sul^•eyed and de- 
signatefl as the site for the 
public buildings," and exclud¬ 
ed from tlie reserve.

Gandhi’s clamp 
reaches unions 


NEW DELHI tAP) 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
extended her emergency 
••rackdown to India’s lalwr 
movement Saturday and 
warned union leadet's against 
stilkes. 

A call for "fullest co-opera¬ 
tion" by labor marked a new 
phase in Mrs. Gandhi’s crack¬ 
down, previously direrted 
only at her opponents. India’s 
two main trade union federa¬ 
tions suprxirt her government 
and have backed her crisis 
tactic.s. 

In a meeting vvlth union 
chiefs. Mrs. Gandhi demand¬ 
ed that they refrain from 
"any agitation or Strike or go- 
slow" while tile crisis legisla¬ 
tion remains in effect. 

Workers also should im¬ 
prove their attitude on the 
.job, she said, singling out 
white-collar employees in 
banks, insurance companies 
and public ti*ansport. 

"They even do not show ele¬ 
mentary courtesy in dealing 
with people.’’ her -spokesman 
quoted her as saying. ’"This 
feeling must be corrected." 

Since suspending civil liber¬ 
ties, Mrs. Gandhi’s govern¬ 
ment has launched a discipline

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Indian land claims issue 


The Indians were persuaded 
to move to Esquimau Harbor 
and they became part of the 
present Esquimalt band. The 
legislative grounds may have 
been sold by the Indians, but 
the study indicated there is no 
evidence of such a transac¬ 
tion. 

In 1854, Douglas signed a 
ti'eaty with 159 leaders of the 
Neinaimo band, giving them 
636 white blankets, 12 blue 
blankets and 20 inferior blan¬ 
kets in return /or their land. 

Indians at the time ai>- 
parently asked for payment in 


i roin / 


woolen goods instead of blan¬ 
kets and "Governor Douglas 
took advantage of this fact 

and subtituted blankets for 

money at a much higher rate 
than the goods actually cost 
the Hudson's Bay Go." the 

study said. 

"In fact, the difference bet¬ 
ween tlie amount that the blan¬ 
kets cost the company and the 
amount which the Indiana were 
led to believe the blankets 

were worth was a markup of 


300 per cent." 

Douglas' policy of buying 
land from the Indians, at 
whatever price, was drastical¬ 
ly changed about 1865 wl>en 
Joseph Trutch became direc¬ 
tor of the lands and works 
department of the combined 
colony of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia. 

In a reference to the tribe.s 
of the Oregon Territoi^, 
Trutch said they are "the ug¬ 
liest and laziest creatures I 
.ever saw and we should a.s 
.soon think of being afraid of 
our dogs as of them." 


In 1872, he said Indians of 
the B.C. coast were "utter sav¬ 
ages." 

Accoitiing lo a study of 
Ti’utch in the journal B.C. 
Studies, he considered the In¬ 
dians to be in the way of set¬ 
tlement and that their land 
cjaims would only slow deve¬ 
lopment. 

It was this attitude. Indian 
leaders today claim, which is 
chiefly responsible for tlie 
land claims issue of today.

It is wi.se, tlierefore. to 
have two or three sperm 
checks after the operation, 
and to take normal post¬ 
vasectomy precautions until 
the doctor has given a final 
clearance. It takes about 12 
ejaculations to empty the ve¬ 
sicle of all sperm.

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Capital confusion 


<T»WO DAYS BEFORE the B.C. legislative session 
1 ended, all was sweetness and light, oddly, for 
a while. This was during the consideration of the 
estimates of Provincial Secretary Ernest Hall, par¬ 
ticularly the money-vote for the Capital Improve¬ 
ment District Commission, that low-profile provin¬ 
cial agency now in its 20th year of enhancing the 
beauty and amenity of Greater Victoria. Opposi¬ 
tion speakers seemed appreciative and helpful, and 
the minister frank in regard to provincial- 
municipal misunderstandings, and almost contrite. 

Hugh Curtis laimched this debate when, in 
welcoming an increase in the CIDC’s budget from 
$250,000 to $400,000, he mentioned that sometimes 
the municipalities felt somewhat apart from the 
commission, and brought up the matter of the 
Causeway service station which may become a 
provincial sandwich shop — or ^metiiing — in¬ 
stead of a CIDC beautification project. 

Mr. Hall said he was trying to get information 
about the “beanery.” But as for lack of co-opera¬ 
tion, he would be kidding if he said the last 12 
months had been anything but difficult: 

‘The fact of the matter is we do have the 
minister of municipal affairs with his transit prob¬ 
lems. We do have the minister of public worl^ with 
his problems of housing the work-force of this com¬ 
munity. We did have our troubles vis-a-vis the dev¬ 


elopment of the Reid site, all of which have caused 
confusion. All of which have caused some bad 
temper. All of which have caused some difficulties 
in our relationships with mayors and municipalities 
in the Capital Improvement District. Unfortu¬ 
nately, sometimes those things have to boil up, if 
not boil over, before a solution is at hand. I think 
that’s just about where we are now . . .” 

And now, the minister went on to suggest, it 
was time for all concerned to start getting things 
together again. He admitted, however, that there 
was no co-ordinating minister or mechanism for 
the projects of the different parties to develop¬ 
ment; he promised to “go at it at my best lick.” 

Unfortunately, Mr. Hall’s best lick appears 
hardly good enough. 

Public works Minister WiDiam Hartley still 
seems intent on establishing a takeout food outlet 
in the remodelled service station; a shocking 
suggestion from Mayor Peter Pollen is that this is 
because Resources Minister Robert Williams want¬ 
ed a boutique for his daughter there; Mr. Williams 
himself now is all-powerful commissar of the south 
side of the Inner Harbor; the city is powerless to 
control the ministries, and the CIDC is mute and 
helpless when it should be tackling harbor beau¬ 
tification. Premier Barrett should step in.

A S THE OLD SONG GOES, the sun is ashining to 
^ brighten the day. And it is much, much more 
than the rays that are finally bearing down with 
some warmth in these parts. Development of so^r 
energy to help meet power needs is coming into its 
own. It is being given a priority place by the U.S. 
government’s Energy R^arch and Development 
Administration with the petering out of petroleum 
resources. 

The administration is giving a back seat to the 
nuclear breeder reactor as a major power source, 
as iwealed in a 25-year research biueprint pre¬ 
sented to the U.S. Congress the other day. It called 
for a $71.4 million reduction in funding next year 
for work on atomic energy development, and a $63 
million increase in its original $1.7 billion budget 
for fiscal 1976, with the bulk of the money to soak 
up the sun. 

There should be a warmth of feeling for the 
move among those who long have argued again^ 
the nuclear bidder for the health hazards it poses 
in the plutonium is uses and produces. The E21DA 
has been working for commercial use of the breeder 
by 1987, but now it probably will not become a major 
energy producer, it is said, until the 21st century, 
and perhaps, not even by then. A further re-assess¬ 
ment of its environmental impact is planned. 

With the sun’s thermal energy, which is 


viewed primarily as a means of heating and cooling 
homes and other structures, there isn’t the pollu¬ 
tion problem, of course. And adding to its attme- 
tiveness is the fact that it is free and inexhaustible. 

It is estimated that the energy in the sunlight 
falling on Erie of the Grcat Lakes in a single day is 
greater than present annual U.S. energy consum]> 
tion. Twenty-five per cent of that nations’ enei-gy is 
used to heat and cool buildings. 

The main drawback of solar heating systems 
at present is their relatively high cost. But a help¬ 
ing hand may be given by the U.S. government in 
the installation of “sun fumces” which might set a 
pattern for others to follow. Just last month in a 
scaled-down energy bill approved by the House of 
Representatives, provision was made for a tax credit 
of up to $2,000 for the first $8,000 spent on solar 
heating-cooling equipment in a home. 

Looking ahead, energy experts envision huge 
“solar farms” where mirror-like collectors would con¬ 
centrate the sun’s heat to make steam which, in 
turn, would pixxluce electricity. It appears possible, 
they say, that Jby the year 2000 solar energ>' sys¬ 
tems might be capable of supplying from 5 to 10 
per cent of the total U.S. electrical requirements. 

The cost of converting to solar energy would 
be enormous, but there is one major consolation: it 
is impossible to place an embargo oh sunshine.

West Gei-maiiy, not long ago 
knovMi as the economic giant 
with the political influence of 
a pygmy, is fast coming of 
age. One certain sign of its 
growing self-confidence in 
woiid affairs is that this 
country no longer nods in 
agreement at every utterance 
of its principal ally, the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The difference in outlook 
began surfacing last year. 
Bonn responded with notable 
lack of enthusiasm to militant 
.statements from WashingUm 
on poBsMe mliEtary irttei-ven- 
tic»i to secure oil supplies 
from the Middle East. West 
German Chancellor Helmut 
.Schmidt told a television airti- 
once he w-as not about to stick 
his neck out by commenting 
over the wisdom of such re¬ 
marks. In the past, a West 
German leader would more 
likely than not have done just 
that. 

Since then, the West Ger¬ 
man position of forbearance 
toward the Arab states with¬ 
out seeking special favors has 
certainly done this country no 
harm. 

Bonn’s policy in another pf)- 
tential flashpoint, the Bal¬ 
kans, has also diverged con¬ 
siderably from that of the 
U.S. To a large degree. West 
Germany has retained the 
goodwill of the feuding par¬ 
ties, Greece and Turkey, 
while Washington suffers 
from a rising tide of anti- 
.\mericahism in both Athens 
and Ankara. During the seven 
years of Greek dictatorship, 
Bonn openly displayed its dis¬ 
approval of the colonels and, 
in fact, beamed anti-junta 
broadcasts to Greece. An eco¬ 
nomic boycott of the Country,’ 
however, was never con¬ 
templated and, in fact. West 
Germi^y became Greece's 
leading supplier of industrial 
equipment. 

When the Cyprus conflict 
erupted Into open hostilities, 
Bonn warned of the dangers 
to the NATO nJliance and 
leaned to the Greek side after 
the junta collapsed. Greece 
was granted a large-scale 
development loan and at West 
Germany’s urging was given 
associated status at Common

Market headquarters in Brus¬ 
sels. 

All the while, though, West 
German deliveries of military 
l ai-dw'are to Turkey continued 
and Turkish military person¬ 
nel were given training in 
Germany. The new political 
leaders of Greece chose to 
overlook this long-standing ar- 
rangement and, instead, 
piaised Bonn for the moral 
support it had given them in 
the dark years of the military 
dictatorship. No such words of 
praise could be e.xtended to 
Washington. 

The economic dependence 
of both Greece and Turkey on 
West Germany is undoubtedly 
one reason both acc^ Bonn’s 
balancing act. Without the 
Deutsche Mark remittances of 
Greek and Turkish workers in 
West Germany, the two coun¬ 
tries would be in even worse 
financial condition than at 
present.

Oil boom skepticism in Alaska 


Alaska is the only state of the \i.S. wliose land is being 
planned before it is developed. How it will work remains to 
toe seen. 

National Geographic Magazine writer Joseph Judge 
terms the Alaska Native aaims Settlement Act of 1971 "one 
of the most remarkable — and least understood — pieces of 
legislaHion ever passed by a democratic government.” 

Along with statehood in 1959, Alaska’s government ac¬ 
quired the right to select 103 million acres from an estimated 
*i)7 million acres considered public lands. 

Within five years, Alaska had taken title to more than 
five mdllion acres and was moving on 12 miUion more when 
native orgamzatiOns asserted- daims to threenfourtha of the 
entire state. 

Oil and gas companies had signed leases. The govern¬ 
ment, seeking the revenue, was anxious to push ahead with 
the land selection. 

"But we were confident; we had no idea of failure," 
recalls Willie Hensley, the Eskimo leader of the protest. "We 
had never been defeated by the U.S. Cavalry.” 

Land transfers were blocked until the dispute was settled 
by the 1971 law. The legisiataon provided something for every¬ 
body: land the state could lease for drilling; parks and con¬ 
servation areas; land and payment for the Eskimos, Indians, 
and Aleuts. 

Mr. Judge cites the accomplishments of the claims act; 

"The ancient ri^ts of aboriginal peoples to ownership of 
the land have been acknowledged, those rights have been 
purchased, at the cost of ne€u*ly 51 billion and 40 million 


acres, and native gi-oups have been given the opportunity to 
become wealthy profit-making corporations. 

"Tens of millions of wilderness acres are being pro¬ 
posed for vast new wildlife refuges, wild rivers, and national 
parks and forests. 

"The extraction of mineral wealth is proceeding under 
scrutiny of conservationists, and with a genuine attempt to 
study and safeguard enviironmeirtal values.” 

Some in the state object to various provisions of the law. 
It sets aside nearly 66 million acres tor wUdhfc preserves and 
national parks and monuments. Conservationists felt the 
allotment should he even larger, while other Alaskans saw it 
as the final insult. 

"Not only is Uncle Sam giving the country back to the In¬ 
dians,” said critics, "he is giving the rest of it away to the 
bears.” 

Much of Alaska’s 586,412 square miles is barren. With a 
Imputation of 337,000, it is one of the least populated regions 
on earth. Oil may make the nation’s largest state one of its 
wealthieSts. 

When fully developed. Prudhoc Bay 0 il fields will have 150 
wells, eadi producing up to 10,000 barrels a day. The net 
profit to the oil companies will be from 53 miliion to 58 mil¬ 
lion a day. 

Many Alaskans. view the coming oil boom with misgiv¬ 
ings. A backpacker told the author; "The whole thing, it’s fol¬ 
lowing me up here. I can hear it coming behind me — the 
hamburger stands and supeitrighways and office binldings!”

About a year ago, Scott 
Wallace, the sole lemaining 
Tory MLA after the defection 
of his one colleague to. the 
Socreds, suggested formation 
of a new Unity Party out of 
the tliree Opposition groups 
110 Socreds, five Grits, two 
Tory MLAs) in the 55-member 
legislature. 

His proposal to "wiije out 
the past and start afresh," he 
told me. was "sciRtled by the 
rigidity” of Socred leader Bill 
Bennett' (son of former Pre¬ 
mier W. A. C. Bennett). Di\ 
Wallace still believes that 
only a united Opposition can 
defeat the Barrett regime in 
the next election he antici¬ 
pates next spring or fall. 

This view is shared, with 
some modifications, by Pal 
McGeer and his two col¬ 
leagues who left the. Liberal 
t aucus in May to sit as in¬ 
dependents. The three were 
hoping to start a coalition ball 
rolling when Wallace’s Unity 
Party project failed. 


Despite sharp rebuff irom 
the federal Liberals (wtij treat 
any dissention anywhere in 
the party as treason), and 
less than enthusiastic local 
support, McC^r hasn’t given 
up hope of putting some coali¬ 
tion together as the free en¬ 
terprise alternative to Bar¬ 
rett’s "state capitalism.” 
There is, he maintains, no 
sense in havihg four parties 
when they obviously r^resent 
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opposition groups in the nexi 
election and are determined 
to work for it even if it meant 
BaiTett’s re-election in a mi¬ 
nority position, Bennett feels 
confident he can w-in outright 
no matter what the Grits, 
Tories and their defefctors do. 


Wallace concedes that "peo¬ 
ple are so incensed by the 
NDP government they may 
vote purely negatively to get 
rid of it” (which is how they 
got rid of the old Bennett gov- 
eimment after 20 years and put 
Barrett In), but maintains 
that the Social Credit party is 
a spent force. It’s total de¬ 
mise, he says, is only a mat¬ 
ter of time, regardless of ho\\- 
w'ell it may do in the next 
election. 

It’s an intricate game the 
Barrett opponents are play¬ 
ing. Talking to the key parti¬ 
cipants leaves one with the 
impression of such consum¬ 
mate involvement of every 
one of them in his own specif¬ 
ic problems and ambitions 
that they are losing sight of 
their common objective.

When he was in Edinburgh he said, "I notice the same feel¬ 
ing here and the same kind of dismay about the central govero- 
ment system.” 

Any Separatist who can say such sensible things has got to 
have at least one foot on the ground. You don’t, after all, have 
to be a Separatist to agree with him on either count. 

I’ve had a distinct feeling for years that a lot of English 
Canadians have been agreeing with the Separatists, anyway. 
They want to quit the nation and the English Canadians wish 
tliey would. 

Tliere has to be ,a reason why so many Anglos can’t con- 
I ern themselves the way they should about the Separatist 
threat. They yawn when the subject comes up, as if to indicate 
that they think Quebec will never secede, anyhow. f 

It used to be that they went around, plaintively asking one 
another: "Just what does Quebec want?” 'They haven’t asked 
for years. It’s as though toey know Separatism is a game 
played by a minority group whose leaders are only in it for the 
pow'er and whose followers figure the British brib^ the umpire 
on the Plains of Abraham. 


It IS, anyway, a bit like waiting for the other shoe to dixip. 
'niunderclaps of discontent have been rolling over Upper 
Canada (as Quebec still sees us) since Confederation. A lot of 
Anglos have come to think any settlement would be a ^stinct 
relief no matter Iww' it went. 

There are even Anglos wtio favor separation from Quebec 
on the grounds that it wxiuld decrease the surplus population in 
the Senate by 23, cut 75 MPs from the herd in the House of 
Commons, reduce the cabinet considerably, and save the nation 
the several hundred millions that flow, with monotonous regu¬ 
larity, into Quebec in pump-priming c.xerclses like Expo ami 
the Olympic Games. 

Which is what you can expect of a Tory; and which — so 
the theoiT goes — is tlie reason why Quebec will never secede. 
Its real leaders aren’t about to give up their permanent draw¬ 
ing account on Ottawa for anyone like Levesque..

LONDON .(API — The

no to the oixiination of women 
priests, siding with the Prot¬ 
estant E[)iscopal Church in 
lha United States on an issue 
which has divided the Angli¬ 
can churches. 

The Qiurch of EInglanil’s 
male bishops and priests 
blocked a proposal to open the 
priasthood to women after an 
all-day debate at the summer 
session of the genetal synod, 
the ruling Ijody. 

The synod agreed there is 
no fundamental objection to 
women priests. But it said in 
effect that it doesn’t want 
them yet. 

Dr. Una Kroll. a deaconess 
and leader in the campaign 
^h)r ordination of women, said 
after the vote: "It « morally 
indefensible to nppro\e some¬ 
thing in principle and then 
fail to cany it out.’’ 

Tlie Hong Kong Anglican 
Church ordainetl two women 
I)riests in 1971, and the Angli¬ 
can Church of Canada agreed 
last month to oi-dain women. 

Three other Anglican prov¬ 
inces — Burma, tlie Indian 
Ocean and New' Zealand — 
have approved' the principle. 
But tlie Episcopal C^iuivh 
ruled recently that the ordina¬ 
tion of 11 women was in-egu- 
lar. 

The Church of England 
sjiKxi is composed of three 
houses — laity, bishops and 
clergy — and a proposal must 
be approved by a ma jority in 
all three for adoption. 

The vote to keep the 
priesthood exclusively male 
came on a motion by Canon 
Paul Welsby of Rochester to 
retain the legal and other bar¬ 
riers to the ordination of wo¬ 
men. 

The House of Lait>' \'oted 
against the proiX)sal % to 80, 
signifying that it wanted to 
oi »en the pulpit to women 
now. 


But the vole was 1'9 to 14 in 
favor of .the motion in the 
House of Bishops and 127 to 74 
in favor in the house of 
Clergy. 

Both the archbishops of the 
church, Canterbury and York, 
voted with tiie minority fayor- 
. ing the women. 

A score of men and women 
campaigning for women 
priests held an aJl-niglti vigil 
beforo the meeting outside 
Qiurch Hou.se, Westminster 
But they conceded before the 
\oting that their cause would 
lose. 


The synod’s actum was in¬ 
dicated last month when a 
standing comijiittee an¬ 
nounced there was insufficient 
supfiort in the curch for such 
a radical step.

In custody and charged

Turnagan. 35: Theo Beng Ho, 
also known as Ray Mesmana, 
26: Joseph Subroto, 36. and 
Csee Chun Chan. 42. 

Two were arrested in a 
South Vancouver hotel room 
where a woman’s undergai'- 
ment containing a number of 
packages of heroin was 
seized. 

A second man was arrested 
outside the hotel, and the 
other two w’ere picked up in 
the city’s west end. 

Police said the woman and 
one of the men have been in 
Vancouver less than nine 
cU»ys.

“Now, the common belief 
seems to be that the problem 
of young people using illicit 


drugs has subsided consider¬ 
ably. In fact, how'ever, our 
data indicates that substantial 
proportions and absolute 
nutnbers of young people are 
involved with drugs to some 
degroe,” Johnston said. 

For example, the study said 
more than one-half of all the 
23-year-old males in the U.S. 
smoked some marijuana in 
the year prior to June, 1974. 
The proportions for barbitu¬ 
rates, cocaine and psychede¬ 
lics were all greater than one- 
tenth during that year.

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Speculation has role in foreign exchanges

When a Canadian travels in 
foreign lands, he normally 
will convert his Canadian dol¬ 
lars into the ctirrency of the 
country through which he is 
travelling. 

In the same way, Canadian 
companies dealing in other 
countries usually settle their 
accounts in the local cur¬ 
rency. Vital decisions have to 
be made on the method and 
timing of converting one cur¬ 
rency into another.

, G. W. Cooper, manager of 
the international centre for 
the Royal Bank of Canada, 
says that dealing in foreign 
exchange is a significant part 
of the business of banking in 
Canada. 

Canadian banks provide the 
basis for the foreign exchange 
onarkeltin Canada, centred in 
Montreal and Toronto. 

Converting foreign ex¬ 
change to local currency or 
local currency to foreign ex¬ 
change is essentially a bank¬ 
ing function. 

It is no different than trad¬ 
ing any other commodity, 
such as cojjper and lumber, in 
that market participants at¬ 
tempt to buy at one price and 
sell at another in order to 
gain a frofit. 

This is the motive and 
means behind currency specu¬ 
lation. It should be noted, 
however, that tight super¬ 
vision of Canadian banldng^ 
operations by government 
r^ulatory bodies largely pro¬ 
hibits Canadian banks from 
speculating in currencies. 

Exchange is traded in a 
numbed of wide-spread finan¬ 
cial centres throughout the 
world and transactions are 
generally closed by telephone 
or cable. 

Not a physical place like a 
stock exchange, the maricct is 
just a mechanism where 
buyers and sellers of curren¬ 
cies are brough together. The 
trading rooms of the various 
participating banks make up 
the nerve centre of the mar¬ 
ket. 

Banks deal in exchange di¬ 
rectly and not as agents. Any 
risk encountered falls on the 
banks’ accounts. 

For this reason they usually 
do not like to tie up resources 


COMMODITIES 


in keeping unnecessarily 
large foreign exchange bal¬ 
ances. They are continually 
dealing with other banks, buy¬ 
ing exchange when needed or 
selling balances in-excess of 
their requirements. 

Trading does not follow an 
orderly , pattern. Instead 
traders cure confronted with a 
constant flow of bids ^d 
offers of exchange from cus¬ 
tomers, brokers, and other 
banks. 

Exchange markets vary 
from country to country. In 
Canada, commission brokers 
have been located in Montreal 
and Toronto since 1950. Their 
salaries are paid by the Cana¬ 
dian Bankers’ Association. 

The brokers accept orders 
only from Canadian banks 
and there is no direct trading 
between banks. 

Trading in the inter-bank 
maiitet, as it is called, is al¬ 
most exclusiv’ely in U.S. dol¬ 
lars but the banks are active 


in vuiying degrees in markets 
outside of Canada, and ti*adc 
actively in all major curren¬ 
cies. 

However, Canadian banks 
fmiuently supplement their 
bi*okerage service by dealing 
directly with banks in whatev¬ 
er market they choose outside 
of Can^a. 

The determination of the ex¬ 
change rate of a country’s 
currency is based simply on 
the assessments of the 
various traders throughout 
the world, their needs and re¬ 
lated demand and supply of 
the currency in question. 

Cooper explained that "in a 
free market if the demand ex¬ 
ceeds the sui)ply available at 
any given lime, the price goes 
up and if everyone wants to 
sell and there are few buyers 
the price goes down.”

Spot transactions refer to 
those settlements made almost 
immediately. The majority 
of dealings in foreign ex¬ 
change are for spot delivery 
and most actiye rates are in 
the spot market. 

Forwards are a contract to 
make or take delivery of ex¬ 
change at some predeter¬ 
mined point in llie future. 
Forward trading is active up 
to six months away altliough 
banks often, depending upon 
the currency, quote up to one 
year away. 

Swaps are a combination of 
the first two where exchange 
is bought on a six)t basis and 
.sold simultaneously on a for¬ 
ward basis or vice-versa. It 
can be exchange bought and 
sold on a forward basis as 
well. 

The forward market is help¬ 
ful to international mer¬ 
chants. For instance, an im¬ 
porter can purchase his 
foreign exchange to coincide 
with the delivery dates of his 
purchases. 

So the relative value of Ca¬ 
nadian currency is of constant 
concern to all segments of the 
Canadian economy. 

At present, as the Canadian 
dollar is trading in a weak 
position, imijorts are more ex- 
l>ensive and exports cheaper. 

Economists expect the 
value of the Canadian dollar 
will remain volatile until the 
anticipated economic recov¬ 
ery starts to take hold. When 
it does, the Canadian dollar 
should strengthen providing 
Canada has managed to main¬ 
tain its competitive position in 
world mariccts. 

At the same time, vast 
amounts of money from other 
countries are expected to 


enter Canada over the ne.xt 
few years to finance Canada’s 
giant resource developments 
in the frontier areas. This will 


also help redress the payment 
imbalance and push the value 
of the Canadian doflar back 
up.

An example of hedging ra- 
jjeseed: 

A farmer planting in late 
May sees that prices are at¬ 
tractive for November futures 
at $2.85 ijer bushel. If lliis 
price' remains stable until 
September he should be able 
to sell his crop for $2.50 at 
that time. Logically, he would 
call his broker and sell No- 
Y'ember futures (up to 509® of 
his e.xpected crop). 

MTien September arrives he 
delivers his crop to the eleva¬ 
tor or^'usher and immediate¬ 
ly offsCTS his short position in 
Novemljer futures by buying 
Ijttck the same number of con¬ 
tracts. No matter what prices 
have done since the end of 
May he has effectively locked 
in the $2.50 per bushel which 
he felt at that time would give 
him an adequate profit. 

But, if prices full: 

May 20 broadcast pric'C is 
$2.50 and farmer sells No¬ 
vember futures at $2.85; on 
Sept. 20 he sells the crop at 
$2.10 per bushel and buys 
back November futures at 
$2.45.^The 40 cent loss on the 
transaction for the crop is off¬ 
set by the 40 cent gain on the 
futures transaction so the 
farmer realizes $2.50 per 
bushel. 


And, if.prices rise: 

May 20 broadcast price is 
$2.50 and farmer sells No¬ 
vember futures at $2.85; on 
Sept. 20 sells the crop at $2.90 
per bushel and buys back No¬ 
vember futures at $3.25. 
Again the 40-cent loss and 
gain cancel each other out 
and the farmer realizes his 
$2.50 per bushel. 

As one can see. hedging ra- 
j)eseed can be a most efficient 
business tool for the farmer 
w ho by its use cun eliminate a 
large part of his financial 
risk.

Campout ends in tragedy 


An accident early Saturday 
morning at Coldstream Park 
has claimed the life of a 16- 
year-old Esquimalt youth. 

Jeffery WiUiam Woods, son 
of William and Dawn Woods, 
539 Lampson Street, apparent¬ 
ly drowned after slipping on 
rocks and falling into a pool 
in Coldstream River near a 
bridge leading to the camp¬ 
site. 


Woods, who graduated last 
month from Highrock junior 
high school, had planned a 
three-day camping trip with 
three friends which was to 
end Tuesday. 

After he had fallen into the

Wixxls and Pettifer started 
iTinning back toward the 
camp to get help when Woods 
slipp^. Pettifer estimated 
Woods was in the water about 
10 minutes before they were 
able to pull him out.

It all depends how you look at it 


Tourism is an up-or-down business 


Tourism is up or down this 
summer, depending on whom 
you talk to. 

In a check of hotels, trans¬ 
portation firms and tourist at¬ 
tractions by the Colonist, no 
definite trend could be deter¬ 
mined. 

For instance, the Empress 
reported a decline of between 
10 and 15 per cent in room 
business. 

“People are just not going 
on tours,” said Larry Cooper 
of the hotel’s public relations 
office. “Convention business 
was down a little in June and 
doesn’t look good yet for Sep¬ 
tember.” July and August are 
never much good for conven¬ 
tion business. 

The Red Lion Motor Inn 
also reports a slight decline in 
business, and the Wilson Inn 
is down about 10 per cent. 

“The majority are watching 
their dollars very, very close¬ 
ly,” observed Vic Wilson of 
the Wilson Inn. 

On the other hand, the Oak 
Bay Beach Hotel reported a 
substantial increase of at 
least 13 per cent. 

And the general picture 
among Gorge Road motels is 
that business is as good as or 
better than — last year. 'Two 
motels, the Charles Dickens 
and JoUy Knight, reported a 
big increase in tourists.

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) -

^ucha, who roquired 30 
stitches to close a wound near 
his eye and then suffered dou¬ 
ble vision, didn’t return to the 
ice until late in t)>e .sea.son. 
Boucha. 24, has since jumped 
to Minnesota Fighting Saints 
of the World Hockey Associa¬ 
tion.

(AP) — Arthur Ashe upset 
the reigning champion, 
Jimmy Connors, 6*1, b-1. 3-7. 
fi-l in a classic final Saturday 
and became the first black 
man to win a Wimblpdon sin¬ 
gles, title. 

Nobody had thought it was 
possible except Ashe, wlw^ 
oo/ed <onfidence from his 
first shot. Connors had 
reached the final without 
dropping a set and the tnxv 
kies made him the heaviest 
favorite of all time. 

crowd of 17,000, backing 
the underdog, cheered Ashe to 
victoiy on the centre tennis 
court of the All-England Club. 
'I'he excitement rose so high 
as Connor’s crown slipped 
away that the umpire had to 
t all sternly for silence. 

Hundreds of fans had slept 
out on the sidewalks all nighi 
to see the match. 

Ashe. 32 next montli. was in 
the final for the fii-st time 
after 12 years of playing 
Wimbledon. He won a first 
prize of $22,000. 

Ashe had played Connors 
three times before, always on 
clay or cement, and lost 
every time. This was the first 
meeting on grass and it 
was the first all-American 
men’s final at W’imhledon in 
28 years. 

As tlie crowds converged on 
IVimbledon around lunchtime, 
the bookies made Cr)nnoi*s a 
2-11 favorite. They were 
almast impossible odd.s. re¬ 
quiring the bettor to wage 11 
pminds to win 2. 

Connors, 22. had looked in¬ 
vincible when he whipped 
Roscoef Tanner in three sets 
in the semi-finals. But from 
the start of Saturday’s final 
he was on the defensive. Ashe 
took the match by the throat 
and attacked. 

Mis lobs and forehand vol¬ 
leys — usually reckoned his 
weakest strokes — forced 
Connors to service break in 
the third game. He hit an 
even better lob. right on Con¬ 
nor's baseline, and broke 
through again at love in the 
fifth game. 

Connors continued making 
backhand errors, and the sec¬ 
ond set went the same way 
Ashe could do notbinc wron? 
and scored with a .«ti’eam of 
forehand volleys. 

Connors efforts hroijghl him 
no dividends until he was two 
set.«« down and had his sei*vice 
broken to trail 2-3 in the third. 

Then at last Connors began 
to play like a champion. He 
had two scorching returns and 
went on to break back at 3-.3.

Throughout that set. Ashe 
was within sight of a straight 
sets victory. He had two 
break points in the <cfirst 
game, two in the seventh and 
two in the llth.

As Ashe served to save the 
set at 5-6, Connors hit three 
fine forehand returns and 
broke him. 

. When Connors broke seivlce 
for a 2-0 lead in the fourth set, 
it looked as if the match was 
changing course. He was hit¬ 
ting two-fisted backhands in 
his most spectacular style, 
and Ashe’s first service had 
temporarily let him down. 

Connors led 34). Ashe held 


»his service for 1-3. And then 
Ashe hit another fine loh 
which started him on the way 
back. On the last point of the 
fifth game, Ashe sped across 
the court and whipped over a 
forehand, and Connors was 
taken by surprise and put a 
backhand volley out of court.

Sex mix a must in gym 


WASHINGTON (UPD— 
Pleading “limited person 
po\v«r“ for investigations, the 
government’s civil rights 
chief is asking for coopera¬ 
tion pf schools and colleges In 
enforcing new anti-«ex- 
discrimination 

The rules take effect July ^ 
unless Congress changes 
them. 

E.xamplcs of practices pro¬ 
hibited under the rules in¬ 
clude these: 

• Schools can not form 
choral groups restricted to ei¬ 
ther girls or boys but can 
have choirs restricted to cer¬ 
tain voice ranges, like an all¬ 
tenor choir. 

• Schools may not set an 
arbitrary physical education 
performance standard of 60 
pushups for both boys and 
girls if it had an adverse im¬ 
pact on one sex, like eliminat¬ 
ing most girls from the class. 
Gym classes must be sexually 
integrated within a year. 

• Schools may no longer 
have such requirements for 
graduation as one year of 
home economics for g^rls or 
one year of vocational educa¬ 
tion for boys. 

• Pregnant girls may not 
be excluded from classes. 

“Voluntary compliance is 
essential,** said Peter 
Holmes, civil rights director 
for the Department of Health, 
Educati(Hi and Welfare which 
has been charged by Congress 
with enforcing the law. “If 
schools move quickly, they 
will avoid problems of legal 
controntation in the future.'* 

First of all, it’s impractical 
for the department to inves¬ 
tigate the numerous cases of 
suspected sex discrimination 
that .show up in school enroll¬ 
ment statistics or individual 
complaints, H o 1 m e s told 
newsmen at a recent briefing. 


“There is limited perscm 
power in the office for civil 
rights," he added. 

Holmes and other depart¬ 
ment chll rights officers said 
they are not trying to create a 
social upheaval with the re¬ 
cently issued regulations. 

“We are not social engi¬ 
neers in the sense of trying to 
develop a new society,’* said 


Gwendolyn Gregory, director 
of policy communication for 
the department’s civil rights 
unit. “We don’t have that 
power or authority.’* 

The department had no 
choice but to require coed 
gym classes, she said. 

Congress passed the sweep¬ 
ing measure in the education 
amendments of 19TO, provid¬ 


ing that with certain excep¬ 
tions “no perscMi, . . shall, on 
the basis «f sex, be excluded 
from participation in, be de¬ 
nied Ihe benefits of, or be sub¬ 
jected to discrimination under 
any education program or ac¬ 
tivity receiving federal finan- 
, cial assistance .. .’* This in¬ 
cludes most public and some 
private schools and colleges. 


Rail-highway link open 
between Hanoi, Saigon 

SAIGON (UPI) — A raflroad and highway link 
has been established betw'een Hanoi and Saigon for 
tlie first time in more than 20 years, a delayed 
report said Saturday. 

The official Saigon Liberation Daily sakl the 
firet travellers made the 40-hour, 710-mile journey 
from Hanoi to the Soqth Vietnamese capital by rail 
and Iwis July 1. A dally service was to be introduced, 
they said. 
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Argentina weighs 
impending strike 


BUENOS AIRES (UPI) — 
Economy (Minister Celestino 
Rodrigo called his top aides 
together Saturday night amid 
iiiraors he would bow to pres¬ 
sure from Argentina’s power- 
fid labor leaders and resign. 

There was no official an¬ 
nouncement on the urgent ses¬ 
sion, but one source in the 
minfetry said Ihe meeting was 
continu^ into the night to 
evaluate “measures that 


would be necessaiy to adopt 
in the face of the general 
strike" set for Monday. 

The afterfKxm newspaper 
La Razcn in a frcmt-page 
story quoted sources as ea>- 
ing Rodrigo told his aides he 
was prepared to resign. 

National labor leaders 
wanted a 48-hour general 
strike to protest the govern¬ 
ment’s dr^tic economic aus¬ 
terity program.

The paintin^fs in this book w-ere made over a period) ot 50 
years by a woman who is now 87. The pictures eoce of Ihe “fam¬ 
ily album” type and wiould have been better left as a private 
collection to regale the artist’s grandchildren. Instead, they 
have been published in a lavish “coffee table" volume and it is 
this reviewer’s feeling that it is time the book-buying public 
was given value for the exhorbltant prices now being charged.

Wild Raspberry is 
given the wrong scientific 
name and the name is repeat¬ 
ed, correctly, on another page 
for another flower (Cloud- 
lierry). Two plants do not 
have the same scientific 
name. 

The publi.sher’s blurb states 
that the book can be useful as 
a reference work. One exam- 
r)le of why this cannot be 
should .suffice:* ‘Water Pars¬ 
nip” is called Cicuta oc- 
* identalis in the book, but the 
illustration is neither Water 
Parsnip nor Cicuta (w'bich is 
Water Hemlock). 

As the genus Cicuta is e.v- 
tremely poisonous, correct 
identification is pretty impor¬ 
tant.

SYNERGETICS: Explorations in the Geo¬ 
metry of Thkiklng, by R. Buckminster Fuller 
in collaboration with E. J. Applewhite; Mac¬ 
millan — distributed in Canada by ColUer- 
MAcmUlan Canada Ltd.; 876 pp.; illustrated; 

"I made a bargain with myself.” R. Buck¬ 
minster FuUer once said, “that I’d discm'er 
the principles operative in the universe and 
turn them over to my fellow men.” Now, 
after almost 50 yeare, the inventor of the geo¬ 
desic dome has kept his word. Synergetics is 
the quintessential Fuller -- a comprehensive 
synthesis of the insights of a profoundly 
original thinker. 

Fuller was bom cross-eyed, the fortunate 
victim of far-sightedness. As a child he could 
discern only “big patterns” at the expense of 
detail; the resulting pattern-consciousness 
has dominated his thought ever since. It led 
to his fascination with geometry, “the 
sciene of pattern analysis," and through it 
to the principles of synergetics, which he 
defines as “the geometry of thinking." 

The term, “synergetics" derives from 
^‘synergy." a word meaning “behavior of 
whole systems impredicted by the behavior 
of their parts taken separately” Because all 
totalities — men or molecules, societies or 
solar systems — are inherently more than 
the sum of their components. Fuller re.iects 
the conventional logic which “starts with 
parts and elements, adding them together 
locally without really understanding the 
whole." 

Instead, be offers a geometrically-based 
“grand strategy for all problem ^solving,” 
deriving from the principle that “it is dealing 
with the whole that makes it possible to dis¬ 
cover the parts." 


“Thinking,” he insists, “is a putting- 
aside, rather than a putting-in, discipline.” 
As psychologists have demonstrated, we 
comprehend in terms of pattems-^s-wholes, 
intuiting things in their tot^ity rather than 
building them up from separate fre^n^ents of 
perception. 

UndCTstanding, Fuller believes, begins 
with overall pattern-consciousness; we then 
focus in on the particular details which coiv 
cem us. "What we do when we tiiink is to 
dismiss mamentarily all the irrelevant 
thoughts, as we would part the grass to right 
and left in order to find a path.” 

We are all gifted, he is convinced, with 
an intuitive grasip of whoieoes.s — to which a 
jumble of details and the disastrous “ca- 
tegoryitis” of conventional thinking have 
blinded most of us. But not Fuller; his own 
synergetic intuition is the basis of his intel¬ 
lectual strategy. 

“Problem solving starts with universe 
and thereafter subdivides by progressively 
discarding irrelevancies" — at each step 
checking itself against experience, end wiien- 


ever necessary resorting to the deteimining 
test of experiment. It is the same process by 
which we progressively narrow down the 
field of possibilities whenever we play a 
game of “Twenty Questions.’’ 

. it ik ir 

'TliP bulk ol .Synergetics is devoted to 
presenting the conclusions Fuller has 
reached these means. As a child, he was 
discomforted by “the abstract, ghostly geom¬ 
etry’’ he was forced to learn in school - 
many of its axioms stmck him as arbitrary 
and unrealistic. 

Synergetics outlines an alternative ge¬ 
ometry, “derived from e.xperience and 
always considerate of experience,” which is 
firmly based on “experimentally demonstra¬ 
ble” principles — it has already proved its 
worth in the design of such Fulleresque cre¬ 
ations as “geodesic domes" and “tensegrity 
masts.’’ 

This geometry, he believes, is a revela¬ 
tion of the “comprehensive, rational co-or¬ 
dinating system inherent in nature" — a sys¬ 
tem that dictates the forms assumed by all 
natural structures, from molecules and crys¬ 
tals to galaxies and metagalaxies. 

Its basic unit is the tetrahedron, a kind of 
split-pyramid with four triangular fades, 
which is “the minimum stable structural sys¬ 
tem” from which all more complex struc¬ 
tures are synergetically generated. 

★ ★ ★ 

Fuller is c(Xtvinced he has achieved “the 
intergration of geometry and philosophy in a 
single conceptual system providing a com¬ 
mon language and accounting for both the 
physical and metaphysical." 

Tlie physical universe revealed by mod¬ 
ern science is an apparent chaos of seething 
forces where “everj^ng is in motion and 
everything in motion is always travelling in 
the direction of least resistance.” 

What gives this chaos pattern and makes 
it cohere is the metaphysical, defined by 
Fuller as “all that is experienceable but 
weightless, energyless” — in other words, 
“the eternal generalized principles” which 
determine the geometry of things. 

Perhaps Synergetics cannot succeed in 
bridging “the seemingly unbrid^able social 
chasm between the humanities and the 
sciences,” as R. Buckminster Fuller hopes it 
will — though for a future generatuxi of 
“scientist-artists” it may well sen^e as bible. 
But it seems sure to rank among the seminal 
works of the coming age. 

★ ★ ★ 

It is a difficult bo<^. But it is also a 
surprisingly accessible one — at least for 
those willing to set aside their preconceptions 
and follow Fuller’s step-by-step presentation 
with the open-minded concentration it de¬ 
senes. That granted, they will find them¬ 
selves led some distance toward his “highest 
of genei^zations" — “the synergetic in¬ 
tegration of truth and love.”

Brian Moore makes dream come true

In the long line of “outsid¬ 
ers” who have populated 
Brian Moore’s novels none is

Maloney is more pathetic 
than the alcoholic spinster in 
The I.onely Passion of Judith 
Hearn, more feckless tha nthe 
schoolmaster w’ho Ineptly 
tiles to seduce a girl in The 
Feast of Lupercat, and more 
hamhanded than the luckless 
fainger Coffey in the novel of 
that name.

Maloney outdoes them all. 


On a trip from Mcwitreal to 
California he spends a night

RENE LEVESQIE, by 
Jean Provencher (translated 
by David Ellis); Gage; 872 
pp,; illustrated; $,*>.«,*>.

tional prominence as head of 
the Parti Quebecois. 

Levesque’s actions during 
the October Crisis, the pass¬ 
ing of Bill 63, the strike of the 
three biggest trade unions in 
the province, the FTesse 
demonstration — none of 
these are included. 

Yet tliese events were some 
of the most influential in Que¬ 
bec’s history. To forget these 
— or to leave them out — de¬ 
stroys the credibility of this 
b<x)k as a definitive biogra¬ 
phy. 

Provencher also seems un¬ 
able to make any criticism of 
Levesque. He obviously ad¬ 
mires the fthnan immensely, 
but still, there should be some 
objective analysis of what 
Levesque is and has done.

The idea of converting a 
dream of 19th century Eng¬ 
land into 20th century reality 
and dumping it in the lieart of 
tourist-oriented California is 
So far-fetched that one can 
only assume Moore attempted 
it to see how far he could go 
in persuading the readers to 
suspend disbelief. 

Ailfully he describes bis 
phantasmagoria (for such it 
is) in calm, matter-of-facl 
prose drained of gee-whiz 
wonder. Not only does the 
Collection not disap[)ear 
Maloney has to pay rent for 
use of the space it o^-cupies. 

Newspapers send ref>orters.

Victoriana are flown over 
from l»ndon to debate so¬ 
lemnly whether the pieces are 
originals or fakes. The whole 
wild, mad di'eam is buried in 
the routine, pedestrian detail 
of media publicity, promotion 
an exploitation. 


Almost lost in the shuffle is 
Maloney himself, a typical 
Moore “outsider” who just 
doesn’t seem to be able to 
make out in the real world. 

He falls in love with the girl 
friend of a refxirter, but she 
walks out on him. Friends 
and family think he has lost 
his mind - - or at the very 
least his judgment, if not his 
integrity. 


Only the solid presence of 
The (jieat Victorian Collec¬ 
tion, [)hotographed and exhi¬ 
bited, saves him from being 
dismissed as a phoney. 

M(X)re achieves two main 
purposes with this highly en¬ 
tertaining fantasy. 

First, he demonstrates that 
he can pull off one of the most 
difficult tricks in fiction by 
F)ersuading us that a dream 
can be made to materialize 
when we all know that it 
can’t. 

(At one iK)int, to titillate 
Maloney, he lets him df-eam 
of a beautiful bed companion, 
and who materializes? Not a 
real woman but the scandal¬ 
ous Madame X in the famous 
FK)rtrait by John Singer Sar¬ 
gent.) 

Second, he t*ontra.sts con- 
tpmiH)rary open attitudes to 
sex as the Collection becomes 
Disneyized with the secret 
))ornograi)hy of the Victorians 
as displayed in the hidden 
mims of his collection.

Moore novel usually ends 
on a downbeat note with the 
final discomfiture of the cen¬ 
tral character, and this novel 
is no exception.

“Rather we mean the per¬ 
vasive, profound power that is 
part of your and every other 
father’s nature as a parent." 

In contrast to ijaternalism 
U the use of the masculine 
iHAver to mold a child into 
someone the father thinks he 
should be “father power is 
the use of your profound, nat¬ 
ural influence to help your 
child become what he wants 
to be, ” they tell the reader.

The book thereafter is a 
successful attempt to explain 
basically how’ to interact with 
one’s children, understand 
their probiems and help them. 

The authors take a man 
from the day he learns he will 
be a father to the time he 
helps his child choose a ca¬ 
reer, f>ften the most traumatic 
experience for a child whose 
father is a paternalist. 

Although the authors are 
idealistic for most of the 
lxx)k, the last section — "Fa¬ 
ther Power: Crisis and (Thal- 
Jenge” — is devoted to the 
man try’ing to be a good fa¬ 
ther under less than ideal con- 
d i t i o n s , when divorced, 
umyed, older or physically 
handicapped, for example.

Even a movie writer has to 
walk out of the odd film —«>r • 
see the odd film twice. 

Yet it's rare to sit tiwugh 
two sittings of the same show, 
one two-hours-worth after the 
other. 

But in fact ddUble-viewing 
of French director Alain Res¬ 
nais’ Staviiky (mature at 
Ckjunting House 2) pays off 
handsomely, because the 
main stumbling block to com¬ 
plete satisfaction first time 
round is Resnais' oblique, 
clipped style of presentation. 

The average modem cine- 
tnagoer is used to lapping up 
his movies like his lollipops - 
after the fashion of a can of 
Mr. Pibb that goes down 
good. 

But Resnais likes to treat 
his .Stavisky viewers to an ele¬ 
gantly knotty jig-saw puzzle 
of seemingly disparate pieces, 
flash-backs and Hash-for¬ 
wards. 

The result is that we’re so 
happy when all the pieces fit 
together (and how well) that 
we want to sec them put to¬ 
gether all over agatn — just 
for the fun of it this time. 

I’ll try to save you three 
bucks (out of a possible six) 
by letting on that Stavisky is 
the story of a charming, petty 
crook of a con man turned 
playboy swindler-financier 
who almost toppled the 
French Third Republic in the 
oh-so-nostalgic thirties. 

The downfall of .the ap¬ 
parently a-political Russian 
Ixjihi Stavisky (alias “Sacha" 
or Serge Alexandre, son of a 
Jewish dentist who killed him¬ 
self when his son first went to 
jail) resulted in a fascist- 
inspired bout of anti-semi- 
tism, violent street rioting 
and the resignation of Pre¬ 
mier Edouard Daladier. 

Our anti-hero, you see. had 
flooded France with millions 
of fake vouchers and greased 
the palms of many politicians, 
police and press. 

Intertwined fitfully in the 
movie, mainly for hard-core 
historical reasons, are shots 
of Russian revolutionary Leon 
Trotsky < mostly back to the 
camera), then in exile in 
France. 

To put it crudely and very 
un-Resnais-ly the film is a 
sort of Gatsby-Watergate-Ber- 
nie C^omfeld saga spiced with 
a hint of Godfather and a 
hunk of psychology. 

In fact this film •— the first 
in five years from the direc¬ 
tor of Hiroshima Mon Amour 
and Last Year at Marienbad 
Out-guns the w'hole bang 
lot of those aforementioned 
dramas with icily crisp ele¬ 
gance. 

It out-Gatsbys The Great 
Gatsby in every department. 

Stavisky has enough and 
more of those Dior gosms 
tuxedos, big cars, flowers, art 
deco sets and a musical score 
that runs the nostalgic range

frrmi spunky neo-classical to 
blue clarinet. 

And then there is Stavisky 
himself, played by the ever- 
rl 3 arming Jean-Paul Belmon- 
db of the pugilist’s nose and 
the mobster wiggle of a walk 
that’s' a miniature version of 
the Untouchables strut. 

He’s perfectly cast as a 
pathological schizophrenic 
the graceful master of a fi¬ 
nancial and theatrical empire 
(who floods a woman with 
flowers) and the petty crook 
•(^vhJ’s glad when he ‘roba’ 
that same woman of her neck¬ 
lace). 

But Stavisky. in Resnais’ 
characterization. Is not sim¬ 
ply one thing or the other; 
he’s made to wxwk overtime^ 
as a prophet of his owti de¬ 
mise, as the herald of the 
death of an era, and so on. 

In fact, great play is made 
at th^ fact that he helps a 
young Jewish girl audition for 
a theataical piece that rever¬ 
berates with talk of death. 

(Her boyfriend is an ardent 
Trotsky hanger-on which es¬ 
tablishes a tenuous link with 
(hat ageing, exiled revolu¬ 
tionary). 

After the audition their 
cliatter revolves around a ty¬ 
pically French splitting of def¬ 
initions — this time between 
"pleasure” and “happiness." 

She is of the new sincere 
generation that prefers bouts 
of innocent “happiness" to the 


“pleasure" that he says takes 
endless tirne and much money 
to work at. 

This Gcrman-Jewish girl 
.seems to bring out the best in 
ResnaiiS, as well as in Sta¬ 
visky.

GRANADA (CNS) — Town* . 
with legend* abound, but their 
sagas, tales and traditions sel¬ 
dom come alive when looked 
at with orte’s own, eyes. They 
do here. 

Drop by even for a short 
visit and this treasure in 
Spain's pustody will transport 
you to a fascinating world of 
long ago, some 12 centuries 
back, uhien the Moors ruled 
the land. 

Homans, Visigoths. Greeks

WINNIPEG (CP) — Last 
year, tv^o men from Alonsa, 
Man., w^ked into the office 
, of EnvirOTment Minister Sid¬ 
ney Green carrying a plastic 
bag full of slithering green 
forest tent caterpillars, de¬ 
manding action on a problem 
that reaches epidemic propor¬ 
tions in some parts of the 
province every year. 

Although the men wei*e ap¬ 
peased by the minister’s staff, 
their dramatic appeal for help 
exemplified the growing con¬ 
cern of Manitobans toward 
the annual infestation of in¬ 
sects and the problems as¬ 
sociated with controlling the 
menace. 

Early in June, a horde of 
ravenous caterpillars invaded 
the community of Lac du Bon- 
nett, about 40 miles north-east 
of Winnipeg, and methodically 
stripped the leaves from thou- 
.sands of trees. Last year, res¬ 
idents were engulfed with 
swarms of the Insects that 
crawled through homes, 
laHTis and parklands. posing a 
serious threat to the area’s 
tourist industry. 

Residents have continually 
urged the government to em¬ 
bark on a comprehensive sys¬ 
tem of chemical spraying to 
control the insect, but provin- 
• cial officials insist the respon- 
sibilitly lies with either mu¬ 
nicipal governments or indi¬ 
viduals. 

Although insecticides are 
clearly wanted by residents in 
areas such as Lac du Bonnet 
and Alonsa, the use of the 
chemical methoxychlor in 
Winnipeg to control the annu¬ 
al infestation of canker- 
worms has recently drawn se¬ 
vere criticism. 

Irene Stein, who heads a 
citizen’s group called Qtizens 
Against Slow Poisoning 
(CASP), has emerged as the 
central figure in the cam¬ 
paign to persuade the city to 
stop using the chemical. She 
says methoxychlor represents 
a serious threat to health due 
to its close chemical similari¬ 
ty to DDT. banned from Can¬ 
ada in 19G9. 

She says she became aware 
of the problem when her two 


children became nauseated 
after trees near their school 
were sprayed with the chemi¬ 
cal. 

In a letter appealing a deci¬ 
sion by the Manitoba Clean 
Environment Commission al¬ 
lowing the city to use methox¬ 
ychlor in its insect-abatement 
program, Mrs. Stein said the 
chemical has not been proven 
safe. 

Dr. Frank La Bella, a phar¬ 
macist at University of Mani¬ 
toba, says the .use of any 
chemical to control insects 
writhout determining the long- 
range effects is “criminal and 
suicidal,” 

“Everything produces ef¬ 
fects. 'The problem Is relating 
the application to the effect.’’ 

And Dr. Carlos Hnerto, a 
Winnipeg physician, says 
methoxychlor has been medi¬ 
cally linked to cancer. 

“We know that and it’s been 
said before.” 

But Dr. Roy' Ellis, the only 
entomologist employed full 
time by any city in Canada, 
says any chemical used by 
the city is sufficiently diluted 
to prevent any potential 
harmful effects on humans. 

“Methoxychlor has been 
with us 30 years and if there 


were any long-tirm effects 
they would have shown up 
now.” 

Dr. Ellis said methoxychlor 
is naturally eliminated from 
the human body within a mat¬ 
ter of hours, but agreed that 
insecticides in concentrated 
amounts are a serious health 
hazard. 

But workers handling the 
chemical abate in the city’s 


mosquitoeontrol program 
were ordered to undergo 
blood tests to determine possi¬ 
ble adverse effects.

ing institute. Green-thumbery 
is probably the most popular 
and fastest-growing hobby. 

One horticulturist predicts 
that plants will be just “pari 
of the furniture in homes of 
the future.” But John Michel, 
illuminating engineer and 
consultant to Duro-Lite. asks, 
”Wliy waist for the futuro? bi- 
door plantings don’t require 
much equipment, wily plants, 
containers (which can be any¬ 
thing from an old aquarium to 
a discarded stero roasolet. 
and proper lighting. The time 
IS now.” 

The best illumination source 
for plants, according to Mr. 
Michel, is fluorescent lighting 
which is cool to handle, offers 
abundant light without da¬ 
maging heat, and is economi¬ 
cal in terms of power con¬ 
sumption. Several companies 
have developed plant-grow 
bulbs or tubes that closely 
.'Atimulate natural sunlight and 
.supply the full spectrum and 
balance oT red and blue light 
that is most necessary for op¬ 
timal rooting, growth, and 
blooming. 

At Duro-^Lite, the artificial 
indoor sunshine- is called Vita- 
Lite; General Electric’s name 
for its plant aid is Plant 
Light; Westinghouse calls its 
development Agro-light, and 
Sylvania produces Gro Lux 
lamps. 

All of these attempts to re¬ 
produce natural light can be 
used in separate fixtures, or 
installed in shelves, cabinets, 
tables, in all sorts of odd 
nooks and crannies of a 
house. Many e.xperts like the 
idea of operating such lights 
with an automatic liming de¬ 
vice which switches the sys¬ 
tem on and off at pre-deter- 
mined times. 

These lights, which usually 
come in 15, 20. 30, 40, and 
75jwatt sizes, run in cost from 
about $6.15 to $12.50 in light¬ 
ing and gardening supply 
sh^»s, hardware stores, and 
other retail outlets. 

New York interior designer 
Abbey Darer likes to pul 
“plantscapes” in all kinds of 
unexpected places, such as on 
lighted shelves below the 
stairs, or in a closet “plant 
pantry” which, with the in¬ 
stallation of inexpensive horti¬ 
cultural lights, quickly ccwi- 
verts to a rather special and 
delightful toloom and foliage 
comer. 

Miss Darer sometimes pro¬ 
duces an unusual entrance 
hall by using an exotic wall- 
I>aper Nvith a jungle or tropi¬ 
cal motif, a few large ceram¬ 
ic animals, and then installing 
a miniature “forest” of indoor 
plants, well-lighted from 
above. 

She often uses a profusion 
of plants in bathrooms since 
they thrive on the humidity 
and provide a lush, verdant 
atmosphere. 

Lighting specialists at Gen¬ 
eral Electric advise. “To put 
more light on a plant, you 
merely bring the fluorescent 
tubes closer to tlie plants or 
add more lamps. A good plant 
lighting rule of thumb is to 
provide 15 to 20 watt* of 
fluorescent light for each 
s(p>are foot of plant growing 
area. 

When g lowing se e dlin g s , 
cactus, or orchids, keep the 
tiilie.s 6 to 8 inches above the 
foliage ft)r strong light ex¬ 
posure. Medium intensity 
light plants, such as African

Computerized profile 
singles out cancer risk

A'l’LANTA (UPI)-An. 

Emory University researcher 
has developed a computerized 
profile designed to single out 
women most susceptible to 
breast cancer which he says 
could save thousands of lives 
a year. 

Dr. Robert L. Egan, a 
professor of radiology, said a 
10-year study of some 18,000 
cases result^ in a list of 65 
high-risk indicators for breast 
cancer which make up the 
profile. 

Egan’s idea is that every 
woman would be tested once 
to determine her chances of 
developing cancer and those 
showing a high risk would 
then be screened on a regular 
basis. 

“At the present time. 94 per 
cent of tlie females born will 
never get breast cancer.” 
said Egan. He said if a large 
number from that 94 per cent 
coujd be excluded, doctors

could devote greater attention 
to the high-risk patients. 

Factors which are used in 
determining the high-risk pa¬ 
tients include age. history of 
breast cancer in the family, 
size and texture of the 
breasts, whether patient has 
used estrogens, number of 
pregnancies and menstrual 
history. 

Breast cancer is tlie leading 
cancer killer of women and 
the greatest cause of death of 
i\‘omen age 40-45 with over 
30,000 women dying each year 
of the disease. Over 90,000 
oases of breast cancer €ire 
found each year, Egan said.' 

Egan feels his profile — if 
u.se<l on a national scale — 
would determine those women 
most likely to' get breast 
cancer and then early detec¬ 
tion would be easier and more 
lives could be saved. 

“It would certainly reduce 
tlife .'lO.QOO deaths per year,” 
said Egan. ‘ It has been prov¬ 
en that early cancer detection 
saves lives.” 

He said studies show only 29 
per cent of Uie patients sur¬ 
vive 10 years if there are ma¬ 
lignant lymph nodes in the 


armpits when the breast 
cancer is detected, inhilc the 
survival rate jumps to 75 per 
cent if cancer has not spread 
into the lymph system. 

During the next two to three 
years. Egan and his staff plan 
to use the profile technique on 
women patients at Emory. 
‘‘We are going to see what 
our predictive ability is,” he 
said. 

“The program will work,” 
he said, adding that he hopes 
the national government or 
American Cancer Society 
would support it after his re¬ 
search is complete. 

Egan, who has been In¬ 
volved in cancer research for 
20 years, developed in the 
1950s one of the primary tools 
used in detecting breast 
cancer the mammogram, a 
scries of x-rays of the breast 
taken at various angles to de¬ 
lect an early cancer growth. 

“Breast cancer future was 
prefty dismal in those days,” 
he said. He said the compu¬ 
terized profile technique also 
could be nsed in the fight 
against other tj-pes of cancer 
once the high-risk factors are 
identified.

WASHINGTON (UPD - 
The U.S. government is con¬ 
sidering whetlier safety stan¬ 
dards should be imposed on 
.supermarket grocery carts. 

The possible hazard being 
explored is whether the carts 
should be made tii)-proof .so 
children left sitting in them 
unattended will nol wind up 
on the floor injured. 

The matter was brought be¬ 
fore the consumer product 
safety commission by Efr. Ed¬ 
ward Press, a public health 
officer for the state of Ore¬ 
gon. He petitioned the agency 
to require safety rules, saying 
the, commission’s ow-n injury 
statistics show 8.000 to 9,t)tK) 
emergency I'ooni cases every 
year involving shopping cart 
injuries. 

The figures he cited are 
lumped together in a categoj-y 
which also includes injuries 
from luggage carriers, so the 
exart number of problem.s 
traceable to the grocery carts 
is really not knenm.

Marriage 

accord 

reached 


LONDON tUPD After 
seven years of deliberation, a 
mixed commission of Roman 
Catholic and Anglican theolo¬ 
gians has reached virtual 
agreement on the nature of 
marriage, the Times of Lon¬ 
don says. 

Quoting “church sources,” 
The Times said the agree¬ 
ment’s provisions on the issue 
of mixed marriage could help 
ease tensions between Protes¬ 
tants and Catholics in North¬ 
ern Ireland. 

Pope Paul VI and the then 
Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Michael Ramsey, appointed 
the commission, which held 
its final meeting in Venice 
last week, if said. 

The finaJ report cannot be 
published until it has passed 
Vatican and Anglican approv¬ 
al. 

But the newspaper said that 
with some reservations the re¬ 
port was understood to outline 
a »f>mmon understanding be¬ 
tween the two churches on the 
nature of marriage. 

The rciKirt was beliexed to 
«-ontain a jilea for automatic 
recognition by the Roman 
Catholic church of the validity 
of mixed Roman Catholic- 
Anglican marriages in Angli- 
<-an churches, the paper said. 

Currently, the Catholic 
i hurch regards such unions as 
invalid without prior consent 
from a local Catholic bishop. 

Catholic objedions to mixed 
marriages are often blamed 
ior contributing to the dixi- 
sit*ns bebveen Northeni Ire¬ 
land’s Catholic and Protestant 
communities. 

Ireland’s Catholic bishops 
also insist that all children of 
mi.xed maiTiages be raised as 
Catholics, another source of 
Pi-ote.stant hostility. 

’ The commission has ap¬ 
parently recognized Uie cq^ual 
rights and r&spoiisibilities of 
both churches, vxhereas the 
traditional Roman Catholic 
atlitude has tended to play 
down the rights of the non- 
Roman Catholic partner,”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
"Ever eat a pine tiee?” Euell 
Gibbons asks in the TV com¬ 
mercial. “Many parts are edi¬ 
ble.” 

Don’t, says the U.S. Federal 
Trade Commission. 

'That and other commercials 
showing Gibbons munching on 
"cattails, high bush crnnljcr- 
ries and the like are bad for 
children, the agency said, be¬ 
cause youngsters without Gil)- 
bons’ exi)ei1;ise may go out 
and eat dangerous branches 
and plants after watching the 
ads. 

The FTC announced today 
that Generkl Foods Corp., 
which ran the Gibbons "natu¬ 
ral food” campaign for 
"grape nuts” cereal, has 
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agreed to stop running com¬ 
mercials which depict pilants 
as edible in their natural state. 

'Die coonpiaint cited ftxir 
conunercials showing Gib¬ 
bons, author of natural food 
books, eating or describing as 
edible cattails, pine trees, 
high bush cranberries and the 
fruit of the prickly pear 
cactus. 

"The advertisements have 
the tendency or capacity to 
influence children to eat 
plants or pai-ls thereof which ■ 
they find grow'ing or in natu- 
i*al surroundings,” the FTC 
said. “Some plants or parts j 
thereof are harmful if eaten.” 

"A sul)stantial number of 
children do not have sufficient 
knowledge or exi>erience to 
dustinguish between those 


plants or pai'ts thereof which 
ai'e and those which are not 
harmful if eaten,” it added. 

General Foo^ issued a 
statement saying it voluntari¬ 
ly withdrew its commercials 
about “edible wild foods” 
neariy a year ego. The com¬ 
pany said that, while it did 
not agree with the FTC and 
admitted no guilt, it saw little 
to be gained by protracted lit¬ 
igation and therefore signed a 
con^nt order banning such 
ads.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden notes' 


OAK IHEE PEST (D.K., Vic¬ 
toria) 

I’m afraid there isn’t much 
you can do about those fat 
caterpillars on your oaks and 
other shade trees. 

About the most effective 
spray against them is Methox- 
ychkxr 25 per cent liquid 
emulsion, lili tablesp<xiciful8 
per gallon of soapy water, but 
I haven’t any helpful sugges¬ 
tions on how to get the spray 
to the top of a full-grown tree. 

In any case, I don’t think 
your big trees will suffer too 
much. While these leaf-eating 
pests could defediate a small 
garden plant, ymrr ti'ees must 
be at least 40 to GO years old, 
and in the course of their long 
lives, they must have sur¬ 
vived many such attacks 
without permanent harm.

HARVESTING BEETS 
(S.McH., Sidney) 

There is no particular stage 
of maturity for pulling beets 
and they may be dug for use 
whenever they have reached 
the desired size. 

Very large beets have a ten¬ 


dency to become W'oody and 
tough, so for tenderness and 
delicate flavor my own pref¬ 
erence is to use them some¬ 
where between golf ball and 
tennis ball size. 

Beets have a tendency to 
push themselves half out of 
the ground, so it is a good 
idea to go down the row with 
the hoe fiom time to time 
pulling earth up over the ex- 
ixjsed portion of the root. 

I like to grow my beets in 
shallow trenches, only a cou¬ 
ple of inches deep, both for 
ease of watering and for fill¬ 
ing in when they start pushing 
up. 

It is best to ease them out 
of the ground gently ^\ith a 
digging fork rather than yank¬ 
ing them out by the scruff of 
the neck, for a beet tends to 
bleed rather badly In the 
cooking if the tap root is bro* 
ken.. 

Cut off the tops IVs inches 
above the root — old time En¬ 
glish gardeners insist they 
should be hoisted off betw'een 
the hvo hands rather than cut 
with a knife, again to mini¬ 


mize bleeding. The tops make 
very g<X)d eating when cooked 
or steamed like spinach.

DYING PANSIES (T.F., Vic¬ 
toria) 

Whenever one of your bed¬ 
ding plants wilts and dies 
from an unknoNVTi cause, it is 
always a good idea to pull It 
up and have a look at the 
roots, preferably with a mag¬ 
nifying glass. 

You may find small grubs 
or maggots of one kind or 
another, or more likely, tiny 
white root lice sucking the 
juices out of your plant. 

A giK)d treatment for these 
imdergronnd saboteurs is to 
drench the roots thoroughly 
with the 12^ per cent liquid 
form of Diazinon, two table¬ 
spoonfuls per gallon of water. 

Give each plant a long, slow 
watering with plain water 
first, for the insecticide solu¬ 
tion penetrates better to tlie 
roots in damp soil.

ANAE>nC CORN (E. O’M.. 
Maple Bay) 

’Ihc pale coloring in the 


leaves of your com is almost 
certainly due to a shortage of 
nitrogen, more than likely 
caused by the massive quan¬ 
tity of saw'dust rototilled Into 
your vegetable plot earlier 
this season. 

SaiLvdust is most valuable 
^or Improving the texture of 
your soil, ‘buf it depletes the 
reserves of nitrogen in tlie 
soil temporarily while it is 
rotting down. 

WTienever sawdust or any 
other unrotted organic mate¬ 
rial is incorporated in the soil, 
it should ^ways be accom¬ 
panied by a dressing of high- 
nitrogen fertilizer. 

In the meantime you had 
better give your anaemic com 
a tonic in the form of CIL 
45-0-0 Urea fertilizer, and for 
quicker action, apply it in so¬ 
lution. 

Dissohe at the rate of a 
quarter of a cupful per gallon 
of water and apply with a wa¬ 
tering can, gi\ing each com 
plant about a pint. Repeat 
weekly until the foliage has 
regained its normal color.

^VINKIPEG (CP) — The 
New Democratic Party Satur- 
jiay adopted a motic« urging 
a reduction In the number of 
multinational corporationsi 
but there was angry criticism 
from some delegates that the 
motion is ‘‘weak and mealy- 
mouthed.” 

*‘I say, get rid of multina¬ 
tional corporations,” said 
Vancouver delegate Svend 
Robinson. Don’t just reduce 
them — get rid of them.” 

Toronto delegate Lukin Ro¬ 
binson said It is not enough to 
talk of controlling multina¬ 
tional corporations; they 
must be taken over. 

‘‘ttTjen they are as powerful 
as they are now, they are 
more likely to control us,” he 
said. ‘‘If anyone can tell me 
how you remove the teeth 
from a shark, I’H eat it” 

The motion, vriilch called 
tor an examination of the ben¬ 
efits and costs of multina- 
t i o n a 1 corporations, was 
passed after 196 dlegates at¬ 
tempted unsuccessfully to re¬ 
turn it to the drafting commit¬ 
tee. 

Svend Robinson said the 
motkm - is “spineless and a 
step backward.” He criticized 
the proposed public takeover 
“of a number of the largest 
Canadian resource sub¬ 
sidiaries.” 

‘‘They have gone and wa¬ 
tered down the existing policy 
calling for a complete nation¬ 
alization,” he said later in an 
interview. 

The modem’s preamble said 
foreign Interests control 61 
per cent of the manufacturing 
industry, 75 per cent of petro¬ 
leum and natural gas produc¬ 
tion and 70 per cent of mining 
and smelting. 

TTie convention also ap¬ 
proved a motion calling for a 
national transportation policy 
aimed at “public ownership 
and control of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway conglomerate 
including C7P Air, CP Rail and 
all other compements related 
to transportation.” 

’Tlw transportation resolu¬ 
tion called for the establish¬ 
ment of a Canadian merchant 
marine and implementation of 
comprehensive rapid transit 
system utilizing rail, bus and 
anbirays. 

'Hre party also urged es¬ 
tablishment of a new freight 
rate structure ‘‘to eliminate 
the present discrimination 
against shippers located in 
areas that are some distance 
from major markets.” 

A resolution urging the for¬ 
mation of “a national develop¬ 
ment policy” was not ai>- 
proved after delegates cri- 
tized it as too vague. It said 
the party should work toward 
“economic independence in 
our owTi country.” 

Public ownership would be 
used as “an Important tool for 
national development.” 


Women rap 
organizers 
on abortion 


VTNNIPEG (CP)-The New 
Democratic Women’s oaucas 
accused organizers at the 
party’s biennial convention 
Saturday of trying to prevent 
a debate on ebortlcm and the 
case of Dr. Henry Morgen- 
t^er. 

The flare-6p arose at the 
outset of an afternoon session 
devoted to resolutions on wo¬ 
men’s rights. Chairman Don¬ 
ald MacDonald, retiring party 
president, ruled that the 
meeting would follow the 
order of business submitted 
by the national resolution’s 
committee. 

He has challenged by wo¬ 
men’s delegates on the floor 
who said the committee had 
overruled the wishes of the 
women’s caucus and had 
buried a Morgentaler resolu¬ 
tion under a long list of other 
issues. 

His ruling was finally 
upheld by a vole of 398 to 342 
but some women’s caucus 
representatives were in¬ 
censed. The subject will be 
discussed today.

Wilderness travel need not be strenuous 


The long-range goal of the 
wilderness camping ethic is to 
allow a much greater use of 
the wilderness without using 
it up. 

w Gerry Cunningham in his 
booklet How to Ccmp and 
Leave No Trace sums it up 
simply: “Ask yourself,” he 
says, “will the next traveller, 
be he a couple of hours or a 
couple of years away, know 
that I have been here.” 

Cunningham is rather 
ruthless in'his beliefs as to 
who and what should be al¬ 
lowed into the true wiildemessi. 

“A powered vehicle with its 
noise, smell and wheel treads 
* is disqualified before it has 
gone 100 yards,” he says. 

He also rules out a motor on 
a canoe and begrudgingly he 
also rules out horses, espe¬ 
cially in the hands of packers 
and guides. 

He also believes that only 
those who are physically fit 
have the right to wilderness 
travel. The unfit he says has 
no more right to enjoy wilder¬ 
ness travel than he has a 
ri^ to enjoy any other sports 
for which he lacks the skill or 
conditioning. 

But, he does hdmit that 
“any<Hie in this day and age 


who thinks you have to be 
tough and rugged to back¬ 
pack, just isn’t up to date.” 

He notes that in areas 
where vehicles are prohibited, 
a two or three-mile walk will 
get you aw'ay from most of 
the people ... and those you 
may find at the end of the 
trail will have walked in and 
will be seeking the same 
peace and quiet that you are. 

Cunningham insists foot 
travel and hand-paddled 
canoe travel are the only two 
acceptable means of wilder¬ 
ness travel that leave no 
trace. 

Wilderness travel by foot or 
paiddile need not be strenuous. 
Many people do it, from six- 
year-old children to 60-year- 
old grandmothers. 

Bough beds, as advocated in 
many of the wilderness camp- 
‘ ing books, are out in this new 
age of camping. 

“It is high time we began 
adapting our camping tech¬ 
niques to the problems we 
now face in preserving our 
dwindling wilderness,” says 
Cunningham. 

“Judging from the condition 
of the trees and the litter of 
dead branches on the ground 
at most backpacking camp¬ 


sites, bough beds are still 
very much in vogue,” he la¬ 
ments. 

He also objects to the dig¬ 
ging of hip holes, t^e making 
of log enclosures to contain 
the boughs or other padding, 
and the construction of sap¬ 
ling frames to hold rope or 
canvas bedsprings, which are 
still advocated in some camp 
craft books. 

“Why anyone would go to so 
much work for so little sleep 
ing comfort is a mystery to 
me,” says Cunningham. 

He advocates a down sleep 
ing-bag, a pillow and a ureth¬ 
ane foam mattress pad for a 
sleeping system that will be 
light to pack, comfortable, 
and leave no trace. 

A sleeping-bag must be ca¬ 
pable of complete recovery 
after being stuffed in a carry¬ 
ing sack for long periods of 
time. These qualities are best 
met by the finest grades of 
waterfowl down. Polyester 
fibre is next and urethane 
foam is worth its weight and 
bulk only under special condi¬ 
tions. 

The sleeping-bag will keep 
you snug and warm, but to 
avoid leaving the litter and 
destruction of a bough bed 
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you must provide yourself 
w ith padding underneath. 

For many years the air 
mattress was considered the 
backpacker’s bed, but it had 
several disadvantages, not the 
least was its tendency to leak. 
Another was the fact it was 
not very good insulation be¬ 
cause the air tirculated vi¬ 
gorously every time the sleep 
er moved. 

Urethane foam has been 
found to be the most pfactical 
material to give the greatest 
thickness of insulaticm under 
body pressure points for tiie 
least amount of weight. 

Because it is not very com¬ 
pressible, its use must be li- 
mit^Hl to only those body pres¬ 
sure points, or your pack will 
be very bulky. 

A pad l */2 inches to two 
inches thick and just wide 


enough for the shoj^ers and • 
long enough for th^ torso i* 
satisfactory. 

It should be in a removable 
waterproof cover because it 
will be used around camp to 
sit on, cook on, lie on and 
many other non-sleeping uses. 

This pad is much more 
comfortable than any bed con¬ 
structed in. a campcraft class 
and will save the environment 
from wear and tear. 

A pillow for the head is 
made by stuffing your spare 
clothing into the sack used to 
carry the sleeping system 
during the day. 

A comfortable summer tem¬ 
perature sleeping system 
should weigh 4ts to 5 Vi 
pounds, and is the keystone to 
a lightweight backpacking 
outfit.

Useful 
to sailors, 
campers

NEW YORK, N.Y. — The 
firefly has given a good idea 
to man, although scientists 
have not yet caught on com¬ 
pletely. 

The light of the firefly, or 
lightning bug, is produced 
chemically, and scientists at • 
American Cyanamid Ctom- 
pany have learned to imitate 
it. The result is a product 
called Ciyalume, which is 
about to get a widespread 
marketing push. 

Packaged Sn whait looks like 
a plastic test tube, the Cya- 
lume light produces neither 
heat nor flame and needs no 
oxygen or batteries to fuel its 
gleam. The light can be seen 
for iq> to a mile and lasts eas¬ 
ily MI) hours. 

Campers, sailors, and f!- 
shcirmen find them useful, 
Cyanamid officials say, and 
the new light may find com¬ 
mercial uses in airliners and 
mines. 

The airlines are trying the 
new lamps as lighting cm 
emergency escape slides, and 
mining companies are devel¬ 
oping them as roof sag indica¬ 
tors. Because the light does 
not produce heat, it works 
well around flammable mate¬ 
rials. 

Another potential marketing 
area is emergency lighting for 
office buildings and factories, 
according to Cyanaarad of¬ 
ficials. 

The whole project began 
undei’ a contract with the U.S. 
NaNy. Partially because of its 
militaiy origin, the light was 
shielded for a time. And re¬ 
search on it still is continuing, 
according to Joel Jingrus, 
Cyanamid project manager. 
He adds that Cyanamid scien¬ 
tists may be near another 
breakthrough in the produc- 
ticm of chemical light. But he 
will not say any more tham' 
that. 

The current one- 
candle power yellow-green 
light is produced by the reac¬ 
tion of twx) chemicals and a 
catalyst. In the case of the

He prev- 
duces 88 photons, a quantum 
unit of light, for each 100 mo- 
lescues. O’anamid’s-chemical 
light produces only 2.'! photons 
for each 100 molecules. 

What this means is that 
man has some way to go to 
impone on his light. 

Meantime, a Florida firm is 
putting chemical lights in 
batons used by high school 
and college tw irlei*s.

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ness shelters is probably , the 
most poptil^ of ail campcraft 
projects. These range from 
lean-tos, to full log cabins, to 
polyethylene sheeting, which 
is left at the mercy of the 
winds when the campers de¬ 
part. 

All leave their marks on the 
wilderness. 

A shelter for wilderness tra- 
velters should provide protec¬ 
tion from wet weather, from 
wind and from insects. 

A modem tent can pro\1de 
these better than any rustic 
shelter and a modem tent 
that requires no cutting or 
digging, comes complete with 
separate ralnfly, guy lines, 
ahiminum poles and pegs and 
can weigh less than 2V4 
pounds a person. 

A single layer tent that 
pitches by stringing between 
trees can weigh less than one 
pound a person and still have 
nylon netting for insect pro¬ 
tection. 

There is no need to cut 
poles and pegs at your camp¬ 
site. Some tents can be 
pitched by stringing them be¬ 
tween ti*ees. This re<iuires a 
little searching for a suitable 
spot, and about 40 feet of 
nylon cord. The next lightest 
method of pitching a tent is a 
single aluminum pole at each 
end. 

At only 2% pounds a person, 
w hy not be a modem wilder¬ 
ness traveller and use a back¬ 
packer’s tent that leaves no 
trace. 

The most obvious difference 
l)etween man and the animals 
that live in the wilderness is 
that animals do use fire. 
The remains of man’s fires 
have been used far back into 
pre-history to trace his wan¬ 
derings. 

Look around any spot that 
has been used as a campsite 
before and you will usually 
find half a dozen fireplaces. 

In campcraft books pages 
and i>ages are devoted to in¬ 
structions for building dif¬ 
ferent kinds of fires. 

Because modem dehj'drated 
backpacking foods have all 
but eliminated complicated 
cooking chores, the problem 
of a fire that leaves no trace 
is not as difficult as it used to 
be. 

There are twM ways to ap¬ 
proach the problem. 

One is to cariy a stove. A 
stove, with a deep well cooker 
that concentrates the beat 
around the bottom and sides 
of the pot, thereby saving 
fuel, can weigh as little as 
§ffven ounces, yet cook meals 
for three people on a weekend 
hike. 


However, we must face the 
fact that the smell and 
warmthi C^f a wood fire are 
two simple joys of camping. 
Compromise ... can cany 
both a stove and a fire grill. 

Use the stove when it rains, 
or when a wood fire w-ould be 
unsafe, or when an area has 
already been devastated by 
too much wood-gathering and 
fire-building. 

With a stove it is easy to 
leave no trace, but to eradi¬ 
cate the signs of a wood fire 
requires .some techni(|ue. 

First of all the fire must be 
safely built. If the area has 
received heavy use, there will 
be an old fireplace. 

The floor of most evergreen 
forests is made of very burna¬ 
ble duff, composed of fallen 
needles from the trees. In 
other forests the leaves decay 
into a burnable covering, so 
fires built directly on the 
forest floor are absolutely for¬ 
bidden under any circum¬ 
stances. A patch of mineral 
dirt or bare rock must be 
found. 

A fire that^eaves no trace 
must be kept small. This also 
makes it easy to gather the 
wood without leaving a trace. 
Saws, axes, hatchets and 
large knives are useless to the 
modem wilderness traveller.

If wood is so convenient 
that a huge pile can be ac¬ 
cumulated, then it will be c-on- 
venient to collect a little more 
if you run out, so leave it 
where it is. 

Bum all your burnable gar¬ 
bage and trash. 

To put the fire out. pour 
water on it while you stir it 
up with a slick until it, and 
the ground underneath and 
b e t w^ e e n the rocks is 
thoroughly wet. 

A lot of the food-packing 
material you threw in the fire 
looked like paper, but in fad 
had aluminum foil inside. 
Rake through your ashes end 
pick out all the aluminum foil 
and anything else that didn’t 
bum. Wad thi.s up for your 
trash bag and carry it out 
with you. After all you car¬ 
ried it in. 

On your way out stop every¬ 
one y(XJ meet on the way in 
and. with your litter bag in 
hand, ask them if they have 
any trash you can carry out 
for them. 

Many will appreciate this 
consideration, but the 
greatest impact will be on 
those to whom it never oc¬ 
curred that ti-ash was to be 
caiTiefi out and not thrown on 
the ground. They may have 
nothing to give you right then, 
but you vvilll have given them 
a subtle hint that might come 
io mind the next time they 
start to toss away a candy 
wrapper.

Shawnigan school thrives at 59 


SHAWNIGAN LAKE-Hugh 
Wilkinson has begun phasing 
himself out of Shawnigan 
L^e School for Boys. 

"The thing J came to do is 
now finished," Wilkinson said 
in an interview Thursday, 
leaning back in a chair. 
"There was a problem here of 
direction and financial stabili- 
ly." 

Wilkinson, a lean, articulate 
man of 52, who attended 
Shawnigan I^ke school from 
1937 to 1940, was appointed 
headmaster in 1972 and in 
three years has brought enrol¬ 
ment from 160 to an all-time 
high of 230 in September. 

TVetu hettdmaster 

He has also cut the staff 
from 22 to 19 ("we’re adding 
one more this fall”), recruit¬ 
ing teachers for youth and en¬ 
ergy, and has abolished any 
implied tenure by giving all 
teachers one-year contracts, 
rene\vable each April. 

He is leaving the everyday 
u|>eration of the school to the 
new headmaster. Rev. Horace 
McQelland, who has been the 
school’s assistant head¬ 
master for seven years. Wil¬ 
kinson became the deputy 
chairman of the board of gov¬ 
ernors under Donald Ander¬ 
son of Vancouver two monllos 
ago. In his new capacity, Wil- 
kinsOT will be free to travel in 
search of teachers, donations 
and prospective students.

He disagreed with the idea 
that bigness means efficiency 
and that specialization by 
teachers adds to efficiency. At 
Shawnigan Lake, he said, 
teachers not only instruct in 
class, but also counsel the 
boys and are involved in ath¬ 
letics and hobbies with them. 

"The purpose of a high 
school is not information,’’ 
Wilkin.son continued. "The 
principal Job is to teach kids 
to read and write... and 
THINK. We emphasize the 
use of I he brain rather than 
just storing the information in 
the brain. That’s why we re- 
(luire all of our students to 
wgite and read a great 
deal. And we don’t just e.xpect 
them to do it. we make sure. 

Hefty budget 

I "We feel it’s a total-life in- 
. stitulion here but we’re proba¬ 
bly a little less strict in social 
! discipline. 

"Gur principle is that it’s 
up to the teacher to motivate 
{ the Uidai They set the exam-

for Wilkinson, who has to 
meet an annual budget of just 
under $1 million next year. 

Almost all of the revenue 
wjll come from fees, but con¬ 
tributions from "old boys” 
and friends of the school 
amount to about 10 per cent of 
the money needed to run the 
130-acre operation. 

Parent donations 

"We get a very small en¬ 
dowment from the Vancouver 
Foundation of $50,000 v> 
$60,000 a year," said Wilkin¬ 
son. 

He said tlic 59-ycar-old 
school also receives .generous 
assistance from Waller 
Koerner, founder of what is 
now Rayonier of Canada, and 
H. R. MacMillan of the Mac- 
Millan-Bloedel forest con¬ 
glomerate. 

Wilkinson also cited one 
parent who donated $20,000 
for tennis courts on the school 
grounds, four Victoria doctors 
who are underwriting one stu¬ 
dent for five years, and a phy¬ 
sician who is providing money 
to improv'e the fremt entrance 
to the main building and a sot 
of wroughl-iron gates. 

He said contributions by 
parents also helped to keep 
the school running. 

Wilkinson said it was ironic 
that the former Social Credit 
government in B.C. didn’t ac¬ 
knowledge the existence of 
private schools but the NDP 
goverrunent has made things 
easier for independent 
schools, although it hasn’t 
given them financial sui)port.

Some of the more knowled¬ 
geable chess veterans may be 
puzzled by the fact that a Ca¬ 
nadian O^n is being held tha 


same year as the C’dnadian 
Closed. The latter is also 
scheduled for Calgary. 

But it’s aD Alberta Chess 
Federation’s way of trying to 
use the Open to make enough 
money to finance the Closed. 
So good luck to them. 

In a nutshell, the Open is 
based on a 55,000 prize fund 
with a 51,000 first in the top 
class and 5200, 5120 and 5100 


prizes in the lower categories 
from Expert and down to D- 
Unrated. In that sense the 
tournament is top-heavy with 
alKXJt 53,000 allotted for the 
top group and only $2,000 for 
the remaining five classes. 

Even so, class prizes are 
still fairly reasonable; there’s 
fairly cheap accommodation 
available; C'algary is a fine 


place in the summer, and this 
should be a good tournament. 

Those thinking of entering 
can save money by register¬ 
ing in advance and paying 526 
for adults and 520 for juniors 
15 to 17 before July 15. Those 
14 and under pay only 512. 

However, after July 15 
entry fees go up' steeply,

Five years after Apollo 

Moon still mystery

Scientists have been re- 
studying the moon’s origins 
ever since the Apollo 11 astro¬ 
nauts and their successors re¬ 
turned to earth with hundreds 
of pounds of lunar rocks and 
dust. 

'That was back in 1969. Yet 
chemists, geologists and phys¬ 
icists still argue over how 
earth’s satellite came into 
being. 

For instance, is the moon a 
huge chunk of earth that tore 
itself away early in our pian- 
el’.s creation some 4.5 million 
years ago? 

Two eminent scientsis are 
suggesting this might be the 
case and that the fissicxi theory 
is worthy of serious ron.sider- 
ation, based partly on what 
Apollo astronauts brought 
back from the moon. 

A paper prepared by Dr. 
,Tohn A. O’Keefe of NASA’s 
Goddard Space Flight Center. 
Greenbelt, Md., and Nobel 
Prize winner Dr. Harold C. 
Urey of the University of (Cali¬ 
fornia, San Diego, contends 
the fission theory is backed 
by a series of tests they con¬ 
ducted on a variety of moon 
origin possibilities. 

Dr. O’Keefe recently pre¬ 
sented their paper at a discus¬ 
sion conference of the Royal 
Society in London. 

Using data gathered mostly 
from the Apollo lunar mis¬ 
sions and from earlier un¬ 
manned moon flights, the sci¬ 
entists report they found 
chemical evidence that moon 
rock* once were part of a 
mas* which included a signifi¬ 
cant proportion of molten 
iron. 


The moon’s lunar core of 
molten metal they believe to 
be at most about one- 
hundredth the volume of the 
moon, or some 446 miles in di- 
amefber, compared to its total 
diameter of 2,160 miles. 

Earth’s molten metal core, 
on the other hand, is 4,000 
miles In diameter compared 
to a total earth diameter of 
8,000 miles. 

Drs. O’Keefe and Urey 
suggest that the higher pro¬ 
portion of molten metal in 
earth gives support to the 
lunar fission theory. 

It pn)poses that the moon 
w as pushed to its present dis; 
lance (alx)Ut 250.000 milesi 
from earth by the interaction 
with tides in the earth’s body. 

Before the split, the theory 
g(,>es. the iron in the earth 
would sunk to the 

center, drawing with it the 
gold, platinum and ot'ner rare 
metals found on the molten 
"rock originally mixed with the 
iron. 

This. the O’Keefc-Urey 
tlieory suggests, accounts foi- 
the l«)w density of the moon 
and its low content of rare 
metals. 

What little iron was left in 
the moon didn’t have enough 
mass to form a large metallic 
core, the scientists believe. 

The O’Keefe-Urey method 
of reaching their hypothesis 
was to calculate numerically 
thr thermodynamic require¬ 
ment for lunar metallic con¬ 
tent. The moon simply doesn’t 
have earth’s proportiwi of 
metal and numerous lunar 
phenomena prove it, they con¬ 
tend. such as the behavior of 
moonquake waves and the 
way the moon w’obbles as it’s 


influenced by earth’s gravity 
pull. 

Heat probes and seis¬ 
mometer (earthquake mea¬ 
suring) data, gathered from 
instruments left on the moon 
by the astronauts, indicate lit¬ 
tle if any hinar metallic core. 
Deceleration and change in 
the moon’s wobble as it spins 
on its axis also indicate a lack 
of metallic mass, acc<Htling to 
Dr. O’Keefe and Urey. 

Before their rec?nt studies, 
both scientists had conceded 
it was a' toss-up whether the 
moon was of primitive com- 
f)osition or formed by fission. 

Now, however, they believe 
the evidence is against the 
former theory. Hence they 
lean toward the split-off 
suggestion. 

Even before L’..*?. sparemen 
returned from the moon with 
the materials that form it, the 
fission hypothesis wa.s di.s- 
cussed among scientists. But 
so were two others which still 
have some support in tlte sci¬ 
entific commurfity. Tliey are: 

• As the moon passed near 
earth from some point of ori¬ 
gin in the solar system, it was 
captured by earth’s gravita¬ 
tional pull. 

• It could have been form¬ 
ed simultaneously w'itb earth, 
a sister traveler in space. 

Drs. O’Keefe and Urey re¬ 
ject these theories, however. 
b(;cause of the moon’s lack of 
a substantial metallic core. 

So now', more than five 
years after man’s first .jour¬ 
ney to the moon, scientsts still 
are disputing each other’s ori¬ 
gin theories. Most concede 
that further knowledge of 
lunar chemical composition 
and core density will he 
rquired to settle the ar¬ 
gument.

Indian claims: 
Studies, talk 
but no justice 


Behind recent militant aotione by iBvC. Indians is 
their claim that B.C. is Indian land — taken from them 
by white society wthout comptensation, even without 
conquest. 

Indian leaders have made it clear that until the fed¬ 
eral and provincial governments settle die land claims 
issue, the province will continue to be rocked witli 
protests, occupations and blockades. 

They say they have had enough studies and ^^ol*ds 
from white politicians, that the time has come for ac- 
tioiv-^etion that w'ill give B.C. Indians tlie justice that 
has been denied them. 

At the root of the issue is the fact that, unlike the 
Prairie provinces where Indian land was <-eded through 
treaty, land in B.C. has always been under the control 
of the provincial govemmCTvt. 

In the prairie provinces, the federal goN-emment, 
which had control over land and which is constitu- 
tionaily responsible for Indian affairs, could make trea¬ 
ties with the Indians and set aside reserves. 

Although many Prairie Indians claim the treaties 
weren’t fair—that Indians there really didn’t under¬ 
stand either the concepts of land ownership or reserv'a- 
tions—there can be little doubt that Indians now living 
under the so-called numbered treaties fai'ed better 
than.B.C. Indians. 

Federal government policy at the time provided 80 
acres of land for each Indian family and many Prairie 
reserves are measured in square miles' in oompaiison 
with B.C. reserv’es which are measured in acres. The 
average size of a coastal reserv'e is about one square 
mile. 

'The other issue, which has led to several highway 
blockades, is that of cutoff lands, where reserves were 
reduced in size by a federal-provincial royal commis¬ 
sion about 60 years ago. Tliese lands w'ere taken 
without consent or compeirsation. In addition, other 
lands have been taken since by the province for righte- 
of-way for railways and power lines. 

The provincial government has announced that a 
three-member committee will be established to exam¬ 
ine cutoff claims, and that IQO acres will be returned 
tliis fall to one of the affected reserves as a .sjonbol of 
good faith, and this may defuse the land issue to some 
extent.

Arab Oil City to retaliate for 
Fi'iday’s tei-ror bi>mbing. 

The demonstrators set fire 
to Arab-owned watermelon 
stands in an open field be¬ 
tween the Jewish Murasha 
district and the Old City, euid 
threw rocks at police. 

Boixler guaixls arid para¬ 
troopers broke up tlie mob 
and the city was quiet by 
niglitfaU. 

'The blast Friday moroing 
killed 13 persons and wounded 
78 in the deadliest bomb at¬ 
tack on Israel’s capital since 
the Jewish state was founded 
in 1948. 

Additional army troops 
were rushed to the Damascus 
gate to keep out the crowds 
from the Murasha quarter — 
known in Arabic as Musi'ara. 

Demonstrators earlier gath¬ 
ered near the gate and set up 
a pole with an Israeli flag, a 
black flag and a banner read¬ 
ing "death to teiTorists." 

A police spokesman said 10 
of the almast-'200 siLsj>ects 
arrested in Jersualem and the 
occupied West Bank of Jordan 
immediately after the blast 
were still in custody. 

The bomb, hidden in an old 
refrigerator, exploded on a 
sidewalk in Zion Square, which 


was jammed with pre-Salv 
bath shoppers. 

One of the wounded, Mark 
Katz, 17. of Richmond, Va,. 
said, "When the bomb went 
off everybody started rushing 
and helping everybody else. 
There were bodies lying in tlic 
street." 

A bomb squad unit, alerted 
by suspicious residents, was 
on its way to remove the re¬ 
frigerator from the sidew'alk 
when the blast went off. po¬ 
lice sources said.

Following the policy set in 
the 1763 royal proclamation 
by Kinc tieorge III, it was 
necessary 'for Indian land to 
be piiivbased beforo settle¬ 
ment could occur, and this 


task fell to Douglas, chief fac¬ 
tor of th? company until 1851. 
when he was named colonial 
governor. 

All Uie treaties contain pro¬ 
visions that Indians "aro at 
liberty" to hunt on ui- 
cupied lands and "caiT>' on 
our fisheries as formerly." 

According to a study pre¬ 
pared by the union of chiels.

tablished by the treaties in¬

Clark Is nol sure whether 
the .shark let go of his hxjt. or 
whether the force of, the surf 
broke him free of its grasp. 

As he reached the water’s 
edge, other surfei*s came to 
his aid. A fire rescue sfiuad 
raced to the scene and gave 
fli'st aid. then he was taken to 
the Melbourne hospital.

A call for "fullest co-opera¬ 
tion" by labor marked a new 
l>hase in Mrs. Gandhi’s crack¬ 
down. previously directed 
only at her opponents. India’s 
two main trade uni^/n federa¬ 
tions suppoi't her government 
and have backed her crisis 
tactics. 

In a meeting with union 
chiefs, Mrs. Gandhi demand¬ 
ed that they refrain from 
"any agitation or stinke or go- 
s'low" while tlv? crisis legisla¬ 
tion remains in effect.

The Indians were persuaded 
fo move to Esquinialt Harbor 
and they became part of the 
present Esquimau band. The 
legislative grounds may have 
been sold by the Indians, but 
the study indicated thei’e is no 
evidence iri such a transec¬ 
tion. 

In 1854, Douglas signed a 
treaty with 159 leaders of the 
Nanaimo band, giving them 
636 white blankets, 12 blue 
blankets and 20 inferior blan¬ 
kets in return for their land. 

Indians at the time ap- 
parwitly asked for payment in

woolen goods instead of blan¬ 
kets and “Governor Douglas

The first six months of 
low'er speed limits in British 
Columbia saw a 25 per cent 
dix:p in the number of fatali¬ 
ties in speed-related accidents 
on Vancouver Island, accord¬ 
ing to a motor vehicles 
branch spokesman. 

Only 15 people died in car 
accidents in which speed was 
a major factor during the six- 
month perioti . ended .\pril 
30 this j'ear, Jack lismen

Lismen said the drop came 
despite an increase of about 6 
per cent in the number of 
cars on Island highways, but 
he said it would be difficult to 
give all credit for the lowered 
death rate to the 50 mph 
speed limit imposed province¬ 
wide in late November, 1973.

PORT ALBERNI-Despite 
the wishes of many local indi¬ 
viduals and groups, tl^ere is 
no chance that .School District 
70, involving the Alberni Val¬ 
ley and the west coast, w ill l>e 
able to spon.sor and operate 
its owTi community college. It 
must amalgamate with one of 
the two adjacent college re¬ 
gions. 

And if the district does 
quickly decide which region it 
wLshe* to join, it will be legis¬ 
lated into such an amalgama¬ 
tion by the provincial govern¬ 
ment. 

This was the report brought 
back to the district board by 


chairman of the community 
college committee, Gillian 
Trumper, from a meeting in 
Victoria June 20 with Educa¬ 
tion Minister Eileen Dallly. 

The minister had made 
the.se iwints very clear, 
Truraper said, in advising the 
committee that the depart¬ 
ment is anxious that schoijl 
.districts be affiliated with a 
community college regionally, 
but would not support any sin- 
(gle district in. .setting up a 
completely independent col¬ 
lege of its own. 

The committee had met 
previously) with several other 
interested groups in the city. 


and as a result, MLA Bob 
Skelly took to the, meeting 
with the minister lettera from 
the local I^DP, the Citizens 
First Committee, the PoiT Al¬ 
berni Labor Council and the 
Chaml)er of Commerce, en¬ 
dorsing the idea of a separate 
college for the district. 

All of these groups, and sev¬

The Ijoard tlien passed a 
motion to approve the amal¬ 
gamation ‘‘in principle.” 

Board chairman Mark 
Mosher vxrted wntli the motion, 
de.spite having bt»en publicly 
opposed lo such amalgama¬ 
tion in the past.

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Controversial Superdome near completion 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - 
The Louisiana Supeixiome ha.s 
been called the world's 
biggest pimple, the ninth 
wonder of the world, the $163 
mlllicMi misunderstanding and 
the world’s most useful build¬ 
ing. 

It has been Topic A in Loui¬ 
siana since 1966 — in legisla¬ 
tive debates, court figjits, 
new-spaper headlines and sa¬ 
loon squabbles. It has sur¬ 
vived almost two dozen law¬ 
suits and a year-long inves¬ 


tigation by a special legisla¬ 
tive committee. It currently is 
the subject of inquiries by 
city, state and fi*dei*al agen¬ 
cies. 

The Supeixlome rises 30 
stories, squatting just off the 
central business district on 55 
acres that used to be an in¬ 
dustrial slum. Its roof covers 
13 acres, and Houston’s 50,000 
seat Astrodome — once called 
the eighth w'onder of the 
world - would fit Inside. 

Sections of Superdome seats 


slide on rails to change Hie 
ai'ena’s shape and seating ca¬ 
pacities can be altered to 
97,000 for conventions, 80,000 
for football finm 19,000 for 
basketball. 

Giant television screens sus¬ 
pended from the ixxif offer in¬ 
stant I’eplays but the screens 
can't be seen from 64 private 
suites or from many of the 
middle-level seats. 

The exterior is striking. The 
Superdrome is a huge circular 
sumcture whose curved alu¬ 


minum sides are burnished 
gold in color and whose white 
dome is made of plastic 
sprayed on a steel frame¬ 
work. 

The interior is even more 
striking in a different way. 
It’s still not I'eady for use. 

Opening day was supiwaed 
to have lieen nine months ago. 
The Dome now is scheduled to 
o[jen Aug. 9 with an exhibition 
football game between New 
Orleans Saints and Houston' 
Oilers. 


The Superdome began as a 
modest di'eam 10 yeani ago 
a project of businessman 
Da\'e Dixon, w'ho wanted to 
attract a National Football 
League franchise. Then Gov. 
John J. MoKelthen latched 
onto the idea and expanded it. 
He wanted an Astixxlome 
East, not just a $35 million 
football stadium. 

The governor wanted to 
beat Texas. 

An amendment to the stale 
cwistltution created the Loui¬ 


siana Stadiun and exposition 
district. The amendment was 
ratified by a 4-to-l margin in 
a statewide referendum, and 
disgi-untled losere filed tlie 
first lawsuits. 

They argued in court that 
voters w’ere fooled into think¬ 
ing they were approving a $35 
million stadium when the de¬ 
cision already was made to 
build a much bigger, more 
elaborate and more expensive 
structure. 


The suits delayed construc¬ 
tion for 18 months, until the 
United States Supreme Court 
refused to hear arguments. 

By the time bids were re¬ 
ceived early in 1971, construc¬ 
tion estimates had soai^. 
The lowest bid was $93.5 mil¬ 
lion — without the interest 
costs, the inflation and the 
extras that eventually drove 
the cost to $163 million. 

Officials of the Louisiana 
Stadium and exposition dis¬ 


trict decided to accept the 
bid, get construction under 
way, then ask the legislature 
for additional money to com¬ 
plete w'hat came-to be de¬ 
scribed as extras. These 
extras included four elevators 
to supplement the six included 
In the $93.5-million estimate, 
furnishings for - 64 suites 
whose huge windows overlook 
the arena, carpeting for 
ramps and halls and facilities 
for stadium employees.

I remember going to spend the 
night with a couple I had known for 
some time, but for some reason had 
not cared to know well. Around two 
in the morning I woke up with a 
congested head and chest, hardly 
able to breathe. The rest of the night 
I s|)ent walking the floor, choking 
and gasping with all the symptoms 
<rf asttima — which I had never had. 
This kept up until, coming home. I 
could see my house in the distance. 
Almost immediately head and chest 
cleaned and I was myself again. 
Every year I stay with friends and 
Jove ft, but something was \'ery 
strong in that house. Years later I 
fbund out what it was. 

Weather varies on my patio as 
friends or strangers arrive, bringing 
their climates with them. Bee buzz 
and people buzz flicker the air. 
Humming birds line up at the feeder 
and a wasp goes zinging by. In

is mine at Channel Rock, Ixjt only 
smiling where that of Beacon Hill is 
shouting. 

This is a truly golden time of 
year. Umbrellas bloom In the patio 
where visitors murmur like beea. 
Bees buzz through our conversation 
as we speak of thyme, beloved of. 
bees and fairies and emblem of 
cfjurage. Also about a rare beehive 
in stone which the Council of 
Gloucestershii’e in England is care¬ 
fully preser\ing. I remember that 
some beehives I saw in Germany 
were made of straw and we chuckle 
over the fact that the weather sta- 
ti«>n at Channel Rock is quite often 
taken for a beehive; 

From Ijees we turned to wasi)s 
and I remembered' a sad July day 
when I slid down a bank' in the 
mountains and landed on a wasps’ 
nest. I was wearing an open-knit 
I)UlloNer and it seemed as though 
they stung me through every hole. 1 
lore off the sweater and/rolled, in the 
mud on the banks of a nearby 
stream. I covered myself with mud 
and that helped the pain a little, but 
I felt very siclt indeed. Several of 
the wasps had died and I wondered 
lor a moment if I was going to. 
“Next time you’re stung, you will,” 


babies are fed daily with nectar and 
insects. Queens or workers come 
from fertilized eggs; drones from 
unfertilized. Sometimes a cell disc 
will house 10,000 hornets. Not one of 
those in my attic, please! 

Weather is alw'ays a conversation 
-piece on the patio. Whatever would 
we do without it? But we are bound 
together by weather even more than 
w'g might think. If the Atlantic tem¬ 
perature just south of Newfoundland 
is three degrees warmer than usual, 
Britain is liable to be warm and 
wet. If the temperature is dowTi by 
three degrees, Britain is in for a « 
cold spell. 

Thomas Jefferson wmte Thomas 
McKire in 1806 that he had been “in 
the habit myself for a long time of 
noting the temgerqtqre of the ajr a 
little before sunrise and again be¬ 
tween three and 4 T>-ni., these giving 
the maximum of cold and heat in a 
day where their progress is regular. 

The points of time bettveen these 
are • uninteresting. I have noted at 
the same time, the state of the 
weather, the Course ot the Wind and 
c>ccasionally the access and recess ^ 
of fn>st, arriving of birds and some 
j^insects, their hibernation, etc. 

Thomas Jeffei'son w*d8 one of. our 
early weiither observoi^. The first 


shadow lunch as a weather system 
which has been hesitating out on the 
ocean decides, to visit uS after all. 
But past weather records shkow a 
pattern and now computers trans¬ 
late it into “by what has been learn 
what will be.’’ 

How does that saying go? 
“Though w'e travel the world over to 
find the beautiful, we must carry it 
with us or we shall find it not.” ’The 
climate of a country is the sun of its 
w’eather. But each of us has a per¬ 
sonal climate which is the sum of 
our weathering of life. 

We fflay hide behind masks for a 
while, we may camouflage with 
words.or smiles, but always what 
we are finally comel? through. What 
we really are decides whether w’e 
like the people we meet and if the 
countries, we visit seem ugly or 
beautiful. 

All our lives we are surrounded 
by the climate w’e create from fear, 
hostility, envy, discontent; or self- 
C4)nfidence, love, generosity, joy. 
Everyone we meet reacts to this 
spiritual climate as |)hyfeically they 
react to the heat, cold, dampness, 
drought of the climatic conditions of 
our earth. They may not knqw what 
it is. but they know' it is there. I

It is a long, long wind’^y 
ing t^il that stretches 
down through the days of 
a man's ninety-and-nine 
years and 11 months to 
his first cradle cry. Not 
too many have been able 
to achieve such an accom¬ 
plishment as they reach 
close to that elusive, al¬ 
most magical plateau 
which earns the accolade 
of — centenarian. 

Edward Thomas Searle 
is such a man, 

Ted Searle was born in Edmon¬ 
ton. a suburban hxirough of North 
L<)ndon, England, on Aug. 9, 1875. 
He laughingly tells that he could 
claim to be a Cockney because his ‘ 
mother always said thaf she heard 
the Bow Bells ringing at the time of 
his birth. 

It was never recorded whether 
she thought the bells were ringing to 
celebrate the event. ' 

IJke so many young English 
lads around' that turn-of the century 
l>erlod. young Edward had a hank¬ 
ering to savor life, to seek adven¬ 
ture and see strange sights. Never 
did he imagine that S4 yeftrs of his 
life would be spent working for a 
c olliery oempany at the eoai mines 
of <.umberland, Vancouver Island. 

After a somewhat short, sparse 
but thorough education in the Lon¬ 
don board schools. Ted. Searle began 
a business career at an early age in 
the city offices of the National Pro¬ 
vincial Bank of England. He kept 
his dreams of adventure for the eve¬ 
nings as his daytime hours were 
filled with banking figures, with 
sums of sovereigns, silver and 
pence. 


He became \ery meticulous in 
the bank’s routine ta.sks of counting 
coin and making ledger entries. This 
trait remained with him throughout 
his life. 

One year passed at the bank, 
then the dreams took over from the 
figures of fact. Itchy feet dix>ve him 
from his high stool. He resigned 
and. in May. 1893. sailed a steerage 
passenger on a slow sail and ^ 
steamer ship from Uverpool. bound ^ 
for Canada. 

Edward Searle was 18 when he 
landed in Montreal with little money 
but lots of enthusiasm. “My mother 
had sewn two or three golden guin¬ 
eas in.sade the lining of my coat, for 
emergencies.” he chuckled. “I sure 
kept that coat close by me.” 

He never did tell his family how 
he s|»nt the guineas. 

The young immigrant was bound 
for Regina which, at that time, was 
in the Northwest Territories. He luid 
tliree uncles located on homesteads 
there, trying to farm. 

As he remembers now, they were 
living in sod huts. “They were quite 
•lupracHeal, like so many of the 
early English immigrants/* said 
Edward. “They were barely exist¬ 
ing, so I soon left for Regina and 
joined the Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police.” 

After two years .service in the 
Force, Ted Searle had to resign on 
acount of defective eyesight. “-My 
eyes were .so bod,” he re«-hlled. 
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“that I couldn't see Uie broadside of 
a bam.” •

After leaving Assiniboia, Ted 
Searle accomplished a feat few' have 
ever attempted. In 1895. he walked

GaJic^ins, at North Bend 
and worked there all one winter. Irl 
he^tinally reached Vancouver 
a wortc-hafdened. though and stroni! 
charrfoter. The boy had become a 
man. 


Considering his travels, distance 
wise, It was only a short hofi from 
Vancouver to Victoria, for Edward 
Searle. Then, in no time at all he 
covered the 140 miles between Vic¬ 
toria and Cumberland, in the Comox 
\ alley. The year w-as 1896. 

It w'as at Oimberland that tre¬ 
mendous activity was being generat-

After meeting Caroline, the whole 
point of living for Ted was to find 
i)firmanent employment. 

In 1902. he began to work in the 
Divisional Office of the Northern Pa¬ 
cific Railroad. at Tacoma. Washing- 
Caroline were married 
in 1903. returned to Tacoma, where 
he remained, settled and steady, for 
12 years. 

However, in 1913. iirobably be¬ 
cause he was still an Englishman at 
heart, he returned to Cumberland to 
work in and around the mines, at 
whatever work he could get. Times 
were very bad then in the coal min¬ 
ing industry' with strikes, lay-offs 
and violence rendering aity jobi situ¬ 
ation, precarious.

He jamiKHl at tbe 
chance to stay In Cumberland. 

Oimberland. at the thne of Ed¬ 
ward and Caroline’s return, w-as a 
buzzing hive of activity, peopled 
w ith wwkers of every color and 
cix?ed. The CPR and Robert Duns- 
muir brought in almost 3.000 Chi- 
ne.«?e <^>lies and 300 Japane.se to 
work the rich, deep seams of high 
quality, coal. There were Cornish 
and Cumberland miners straight 
from England, Scotsmen, Centi'al 
Europeans and even a small colony 
of colored people from the Southern 
states. 

Ar^an were set off for the vuriooo 
group,. There wa. u Oiiaalo,,,. . 
rlHptovm, and a smaller, as It hus 
called in those days Ooontown, in 
Oimberland. heart throb of the Co- 
mov Valley at that Wme. where King 
Coal reigned supreme.

"The paymaster’s job was*piet1y 
stiaigiit^rward in tlwse days,” re- 
cal^d Ted. “A good coolie was paid 
51.oO a day, a ixx)r one 75c. There 
were 200 men, in many categories 
and trades. I never had more than 
two assistants, VVe made the payroll 
up, handed it in to the local bonk 
and their staff made up the individu¬ 
al pay envelopes.” 

Edward Searle remembers many 
of these early Chinese coolies. Char- 
actere like China Jake, a transplant¬ 
ed Chinese who remained in Cum¬ 
berland long after the coal seams 
became depleted and the machinery 
stopped. China Jake, a colorful 
spirit, explained in an interview a 
lew years ago. that: “When the 
mines wei*e going full bkust. there 
were so many people around, you 
couldn’t see a tree or a blade of 
grass. Three shifts a day, there 
were, and you hadn't time to .see the 
sky.” 

Small houses weqf l>uilt for the 
miners and coolies. They were left

unpainted or were stained a dark 
bixjwn to counteract the effects of 
the covering coal dust from the 
throbbing mines. 

Early in the 20th century, Cum¬ 
berland’s ChinatowTi was second in 
size only to San Francisco. Howev¬ 
er, two tragric explosions in 1923, sig¬ 
nalled the coming end of Chinese 
labor and the closing of the coal 
mines. 

From Cumberland, long, heavily 
loaded trains of coal cars skirtetl 
along the side of the C^omox valley. 
Through Ro.i'ston, and over tali 
trestle bridges straddling the deep 
ravines of the countryside, the trains 
carried the high grade steam coal to 
the bunkers of deep-sea shi|»s anch¬ 
ored at I'nion Bay. 

The port of Union Bay became 
known around the world. 

While all this activity was going 
on, Ted 3eeu:le settled more firmly 
intqjiis paymaster's position and the 
Uixlpn community life around 
him. It was a 10-mile drive from 
Cumberland to Union Bay. Tlie ter¬ 
rible state of the gravel, pot-holed, 
washboarded road surface made it a 
l«ng lO-mite stanch. 

The Searle' fanilly remained at 
r^kw Bay ter SO'years, and Ted be¬ 
came’ tl|e, unofficial mayof of that 
happy little village. ;^s family now . 
consisted of three sons aiad one'' 
daughter. Sadly, Rieir daughter died 
hi toss, but Rie Riree sons are still 
living, two of them In Vanc<uivcr, 
»nd the younges^ ArRiur dieoffrey 
.Searie*'*' lives at 4000 ScArborongh

When the First World War Jaroke 
out, Ted Searle .tried, to enlist, but 
was turned ddiwn. His eyes failed 
him.,The same weakness that .earli¬ 
er had caused him to resign frr»m 
the Northwest Mounted Police. 

“Dad was always b great cigar 
smoker," son Arthur volunteered. 
“He has smoked thousands and 
thousands of- them. But seldom a 
cigarette. He sm<*Cd his fir^t cigar 
on a launch holiday, cruising down 
the Thames River with friends. He 
got deathly sick, but kept on. He 
sHU enjoys a cigar. Had one a cou¬ 
ple of days ago.” 

Edward Searle was a good tenor 
singer. He sang soloe and conducted 
a male voice choir as well as church 
choirs during his stay at Union Bgy. 
During his earlier railway life with 
the Northern Pacific he conducted 
the Orpheus choir in Tacoma. Wash¬ 
ington. The Orpheus choir used to 
exchange visits with the Arlan clv>ir 
in Victoria. 

‘ I^t Edw'tird Searle’s greatest in¬ 
terest ift life, outside of his family, 
w'as Masonry. He joined the Masons 
in 1918. being initiated into Masonry 
at Cumberland Lodge Numl>er 3b. 


AF Jc AM, in Ifio montfi of April, He 
became Worshipful Master of that 
I.<xlge in 1926; was appointed Grand 
Senior Deacon of the Grand Lodge 
of British Columbia in 1933, and Dis¬ 
trict Grand Master in 1942. Twx) of 
the highlights of his Lodge career 
were the raising of liis two sons in 
his o^n'lodge. In 1926, he conferred 


all three degrees on his eldest son. 
Edward Trahair Searle, and in 1942, 
he raised his youngest son, Arthur 
Geoffrey Searle, to the sublime de¬ 
gree of a Master Mason.

steps, he was finally installed in the 
-Grand Chair of Zerubbabel, a real 
Prince Of The People. 

Edward Thomas Searle felt a 
great, rewarding satisfaction in all 
his Masonic efforts. 

“There was one summer evening 
in the 19S0M, 1 stiil ever remember,*' 
recalled Ted Searle. “Fire broke out 
in Cumberland, and half the town 
burned do^n. I ua« at home in 
I'nion Bay when I got a telephone 
call to aay that Main Street was 
burning and the Maaonie Hall in dan¬ 
ger. I jumiied into my .Motlel A and 
made the rough 10-mile trip in 10 
minutes flat. But there was nothing 
we could do. C'limherland’s main 
street burned, sending the .Masonic 
Hall up in smoke and bringing it 
doun to ashes." 

“Cumberland has ’known death 
by fire and mine explosions.” went 
on Ted. “One of the worst e.xplosions 
• .rred underground in 1920. when 

Chinese were killed. It waci cus- 
omary in' those days to keep a can¬ 
ary in a cage down the mine shaft. 
If tite canary keeled over, it was 
time to get out. I suspect, in 1920. 
1l>at no one w'as li)okic>g at the can¬ 
ary.” 

Another disaster remembered t»y 
the old i})a-yma8ter was when a 8|kan 
of the Trent River bridge collapsed 
while a coal train was crossing it. 
leaving a toll of death and dcstruc- 
ti4Mi when ttie cool train and bridge 
timbers fell into tlie deep ravine Inf¬ 
low.

Edward Thomas Searle retired 
from his paymaster’s post at Union 
Bay in 1^47. His w'ife, Caroline, died 
in 1955, but Ted continued to live in 
the little spot he had learned to love 
so wel^ Growing older, he moved 
into the Glacier View Home, in 
Gbmox, in 1962. Four years later, in 
1906, he moved down to Victoria to 
be near his family. He stayed at the 
Matson Lodge. 

This lovely, near-centenarian was ' 
very healthy until last y§ar. Hi.-: 
age. though, w'as beginning to catch 
up with him, so, he moved into 'his 
son Arthur’s home at 4590 Scar- 
boixHigh Road. Here, his leg began 
to trouble him. and he entered Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital for art opera¬ 
tion. 

On his recovery, a big bir-thd«y 
parly has been planned for Edward, 
bv his family, at Holyrood House, on 
Aug. 9, 1975. His 100th birthday. 

This kindly, steady oid gentleman 
can look back on a long life, know¬ 
ing that he has done his work well.^ 
and always carried himself like a 
man.

Cuulchan Bm-.v it* on tlie rout^* of M»e old Isliind llif;ii\vay between Victoria 
and Nanaimo. By iNtshCd many yean* ago by a shorter and straighter roi*d. 
the area retaiiiN miicli of Its orlji^nnl rural ntnioKpliere, and to travel up tli.* 
Inland by ttiin winding road makes a pleasant change from the pressures of 
highway driving. 

Places of historical interest lie along tlie way. 

it was at Cowichan Bay that the British warship IliVI.S llecute dropped 
anchor on Aug. 18. IWl, to land 100 settlers on the shores of this new <'>ountry 
of tall trees and fertile valleys. The event is commemorated by a calri* 
erect*‘d by the Native Sons of B.C. in the nearby Kol>ert S«‘rvice Wayside Park. 

Two stone seats also stand in this tiny park, one to honor the pioneer 
women of Oowlohan and the other in memory of the famous writer of Yukon 
ballads, Rol>ert Servh-c. .Service came from England in 181M and ll\-ed here, 
off and on, for the next 10 years, working first as a farm hand and later in 
ti»e local store and post office. 

A well-known landmark of the district is the ^‘Butter diurch,’' formerly 
fallen into disrepair, but restored in 19ft8. 

This building wiw erected by Father Peter Rondeaiilt. an Oidate mis¬ 


sionary to the Cowk-lian Indians; he paid his %\orkmen with the pna-eeds of 
butter churned by hiiitself. 

In 1880 the cliiirch was aluindimed for reasons connected with the ownersliip 
of the land on which it stood, and the congregation moved to St. .Ann's, a 
short distance away. The present St. Ann’s was built on the site of the original 
when the latter burned dow n in 1900. 

Oowichan Bay has always been a centre f<*r s|M*ct fishing. The crowded 
waterfront serxes hundreds of small boats and presents a st-ene oj bustle and 
industry* at aH seasons. 

>lany fishermen come buck year after year, es|>eciully in .Sepleml>er and 
October when the coho are claimed to be so numerous and so active they 
almost lea|» into tlie l>oats of their pursuers. 

At the head of the bay the land Is flat, and the Koksilah and CV»wichaa 
rivers meander back and forth before they reach the sea. 

There is good grazing land and growing land (though flootiing is commoa 
in spring) and the countryside looks lush and fertile- 

It is not difficult to imagine the hopeful feelings that must have swe|»t 
over tliat first group of settlers when they stood on tlie beiM>li at tV>wi<han 
Bay, m4»re tiuin a century' ago.

Grandmother¬ 
ing small children is a refresher 
course in parenthood but without 
the responsibility. 

When gran<i<;hUdren axe babie«, grandrix^ther 
hits to releam "Ihe let-hniniie of kibahy singing, 
diapering and feeding, dressing, and bathing that 
aiippery little body. With two to five-year-old 
grandchildren, grandmother has to know all the 
answers ... do whales have children? what is 
fog? what made the bug dead? and where is that 
man going? how do you make glass and why do 
Ihey hur>’ dead people if they are going to hea¬ 
ven? Hmv will they get up there? 

ilrandmothers of small children have to be 
atoiy tellers, toy menders and cookie nvakers. 
Yes sir, a grandmother had to be versatile. 

Wlif^n grandchildren IxH'oiue grownUp 
grandmntiier plays a different role . . . ^he 
becomes friend and «‘onfidaote. She trie* te 
keep ahreast of sport* and popular musk- and 
sometimes she is invited to nuike wedding 
eotkes. 


This grandmother made aiH>ther w-edding 
cake this week (only seven to go now). Because 
there are other grandmothers (or mothers* who 
are facing a summer wedding. I thought it would 
be timely to share the recipe for this labor of 
love. With a good recipe one need have no fear 
otf failure. The following recipe originated for die 
wedding of our own girls a good many years ago. 
It has since been used a number of times in our 
'own family and has been passed on to countless 
friends and xeaflers of this column. It is tried and 
hue. 

Some cakes need king mellowing but this 
cake is so very rich and moist that it can be cut 
almost immediately. Our wedding is to be in 
August so my cake will be i>erfect for cutting by 
then. 

There are acveml steiui to making a fruit 
cake M» don’t plan to do It all the aanie day. I'he 
pans must be carefnUy prepared al»ead and the 
fruK too needs preparation. I do these two things 
the day before I mix and bake the cake. 

For this cake both the rai.<(ins and currant.s 
were •plumped” before combining with the other 
fruit. To i4ump we mean to let these two fruits 
soak in sherry or claret for several hours. I’se 
<*ne-half cup sherry to each pound of fruit which 
will absorb it all. 

Only the raisins and currants need this 
plumping ... to do this use sev eral small sauce¬ 
pans, if you do it all in one pot you have to keep 
tossing the fruit continually so that it all comes in 
contact with the liquid. Put fruit and liquid over 
The simmer burner and heat until it is just 
WARM, not hot. Remove fix>m heat, cover and let 
stand until liquid is absorbed, stir several times 
so that all the fruit is moistened. Having the fruit 
T*repared this way is what makes the cake so 
beautifully moist.

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Now- a<ld the rest of the limit . . . leave the 
cheiTies whole, cut the pineapple in chunks, the 
dates fine, the glace fruit just as it comes in the 
packages and the almonds blanched and split. 
Toss to mix, then sprinkle with the spices. To the 
bowl add the rind and juice from the orange and 
lemon. Stir again then add the cup of rum. Stir 
well (a large wooden sjioon is best) and let stand 
overnight, stirring occasionally. 

To mix the batter ... in another very lai-ge 
bcrtvl cream the sugar and softened butter. These 
should be creamed until very light and fluffy, 
now separate the eggs and add the yolks one at a 
lime beating after each addition. Add flavorings. 
Measure the flour and add one cup of it’ to the 
limit. Toss fruit well, use a fork and see that each 
piece of fruit is separated and coated with flour. 
Add the marmalade and salt to the batter then 
gradually incorporate the f^r. You can add the 
fruit to the batter or the batter to the fruit . . . 
which ever bowl is largest. I used a plastic dish 
pan as I did not have a bowl big enough to hold 
the combined fruit and batter. 

I.ast beat the egg whites until stiff and gen¬ 
tly fold into batter. There is no baking powder in 
this cake, the eggs provide the levening. I have 
i)een making these directions very specific for 
the benefit of those who might be afraid to 
undertake the making of a large fruit cake. 

Now divide the batter between the three pre- 


A search thi'ough histor>' and folk lore confirms the blending of customs of many 
nationalities to produce the modem verfaon of the wedding cake. One legend tells of the 
"'eating together’' at weddings in ancient Rome. A highlight of this occasion was the break¬ 
ing of a beautifully decorated wedding cake over the head of the bride . . . this symbolized 
a future of plenty for bride and groom. 

As traditional as the wedding cake is the toasting of the bride. As a rule a punch is 
seized for this purpose, there are a number of excellent lecipes if >’ou wish to mix your 
own. The affluent society might prefer imported champagne, but some of Canada’s own 
sparkling wines are an admirable choice. 

If you make your own punch, fi'eeze a lai'ge block or ring of ice for the punch bowl. 
Ice cubes melt more rapidly than a lai'ge block. lastead of water for freezing, which dilutes 
the punch, freeze cranberry juice cocktail or ginger ale.

The Rithet home was Hollybank on Humlxildt 
Street, where the housing for the blind is today. 

Tl>e beautiful iron fence from Hollybank is 
nfAV around the Douglas cherry tree in the pro¬ 
vincial museum complex, growing more splendid 
all the time. 

This fence was saved from destruction in 195S 
by architect Peter Neve Cotton, who specializes 
in restoration and preservation of old buildings 
and artifacts. 

The Irving house, which lioasted 24 colors in 
its outside paint job, was all gingerbread, and 
had a tower so that captain could see his ships 
going in and out of the harbor. This hoCTse was at 
the southwest comer of Menzies and Michigan, 
the site now a park. 

The Wilson place, also all gingerbread and 
turrets, was on the Jiurdetf Hill, just east 
Dniglas.

It was made by Sofia Howell about 1882. ; • ^ 

The Howells came from the Isle of Wight, and Greenwich, England in 1882, 
and after, most of the 10 living children of Alfred and Jane Howell migrated to 
Canada, to Guelph, Ontario. They later settled in Montreal, Vancouver, Victoria, 
and Omaha, Nebraska. These included Alfred, Charlie, Robert, Sofia, Isabell, Nell, 
Ben, Lena and Bert. 


Howells of Victoria 


Traceable Howell family his¬ 
tory dates back to Richard Howell, 
born in 1758, died 1836. -He had 
three wives, and 11 children. Most 
of his progeny left the Old Country 
to settle in Upper Canada^after^ 
the Napoleonic Wars, and no doubt 
encouraged other relatives to 
follow. 

L started to research this interesting family, 
seeking anecdotal material in regard to the origi¬ 
nal owner of a unique petticoat, which came to 
me through Mary’ Louise Johnson, of Sidney. B.C.

It was made by her great-grandmother, Sofia Ho¬ 
well des Brisay. 

Sofia’s father, Alfred Hoivi'ell of Oowes, on the 
Isle of Wight, off the south coast of England, (and 
briefly later from Greenwich), was a maker of 
fine shoes^>-measure. Among Ws patrons and 
customers was Queen Victoria who. spent much of 
her summers at Osborne House, ,on the Isle of 
Wight. When she drove through the village of 
0>wes, all the children, both boys and girls, stood 
outside the door\\’ay of tiw shop, in their little 
elaborate pinafores, watching the Queen go bj* 
flotinced aiid embroidered white petticoats and 
in her Brougham. 

Tlie children made 11 We bow.s and curtseys t»> 
her. and Queen Victoria gravely’ bowed back. Oc¬ 
casionally she had some of her small children in 
her carriage and the little ones shyly smiled at 
each ortier. In 1882, 2(l-year-oId Sofia, (fifth duld 
of Alfred and Jane), made the long x-oyage across 
the Atlantic, to visit an Aunt and Uncle namecl 
.Spragge, in Guelph, Ontario. 

Perhaps the cold Canadian winters inspimi 
her to make two floor-length homespun-wool pet¬ 
ticoats. She- may ex'en hax'e created them in 
England. They are both done in simple vertical- 
rib-knit, to make a cosy undergarment, x^ich 
clings comfortably ovct the hips. Each petticoat 
has a wide elastic bend at the waist. One pet¬ 
ticoat has an unusual hand-crafted buttoi^of grey 
granite. It is likely that Sofia carde^nd spun 
her own xvool from family rfieejj^f^ in those 
days most country people kept thei^l^Ti animals. 

The petticoats were passed on down through 
five generations from mothers to daughters. Sofia 
to Isabell. to Barbara, to Mary Lou, to Brenda, 
and one of them is still being worn. The other is 
in my collection, and any museum would give its 
eye-teeth to have It!

ticoat made by her great-great-grandmother. The 
petticcait may well have been xvt>m by aU 
them, as they grew up. 

Mary Ixu’s three younger daughters are chil¬ 
dren of her husband, Daniel Johnson. They 
live in Sidriby where Brisay still bves in Van¬ 
couver. She is in her 8()s. Not tcx> long ago 
slie took an Arthur Murray course in danc¬ 
ing. not that she didn’t dance xvell previously, she 
just w'anted to up-date some of tier routines! 

But back to 1883 . . . Robert and Ben Howell 
moved tp Guelph in 1883, where Robert, a trained 
cabinet maker, worked for W. Bell and Company 
for some time, the oWeet piano manufacturers in 
Canada. 

Gradually the rest of Alfred Howell’s children 
followed to the new land, and after about seven 
years in eastern Canada, several of them moved 
out to Victoria. 

Alfred and Jane, the parents, came directly 


This is a particularly unique clothing artifa< t. 
for underwear, and tlie practical everyday cloth¬ 
ing worn by men and women of the past is dif¬ 
ficult to locate. 

Work-a-day housedresses and everyday togs 
are not generally preserved. Peofde tend to keep 
their most elaborate garments, the wedding 
govxTis, ceremonial rotoes, uniforms, christening 
dresses, graduation frocks, and other festix'e at¬ 
tire. 

What do you do with old wool underwear? CXit 
it up for dusters or to polish silx er? Make it m er 
into braided rugs or if parts are in good condi¬ 
tion. quilt a bedspread? 

It is quite miraculous that tlxe Howell pet¬ 
ticoats have escaped being ravelled and re-knit 
into children’s sweaters. 

All museums are looking for clothing ar¬ 
tifacts these daxs. The Museum of Man, in Otta¬ 
wa. under Andre Fronton. Is actively seeking t>’p^ 
ical old Canadians clothing. They want ettmi< 
garments, they want farm clothes, work clothes, 
things worn in the daily routines of average peo¬ 
ple. Our local B.C. provincial museum would wel¬ 
come examples of the same. So if you are going 
through old trunks, to settle an estate, or if you 
are moving from a big house to a small apa<*t- 
ment. take a second look.at grand-daddy's old 
Hatcheways, granny’s quaint corsets, a Viyella 
nightshirt, or a hand-quilted kimono.

fiXMii England, and here they built a typically 
Victorian frame house dt 2064 Marion Street, in 
1890. 

It stood on four spiacious lots. The whole ai'ea 
was bush and fields, known as Pemberton Mead¬ 
ows. There were only three neighbors, one on 
Rockland, one on Cadboro Bay Road and one 
within a few blocks of their home. 

The Deans Farm flourished fiwn Fort at 
Richmond, to Lansdowne Road, and it was 
paralled by a huge Chinese vegeteble garden, 
from Foul Bay Road at Fort, almost to Mount 
Tolmie. 

The Howells kept cows, pigs, and rabbits. 
They had a prolific kitchen garden, fruit trees, 
and charmingly landscaped flower beds. There, 
were pretty paths through the woods, and where 
sidewalks pertained, they were high, wooden and 
sometimes dangerous, for deep ditches ran along¬ 
side. There wefb no strert lights. One had to 
cany a lantern at night. 

The Howell men went hunting in Pemberton 
Meadows, where pheasant, grouse and deer 
abounded and many a luscious roast of wild duck 
or verason ended up on their generous dining 
table. 

Robert Howell married his wife, Clara, in 
Guelph and they too worked their way west. They, 
set up an art Store on Government Street in Vic-; 
toria, where the Royal Bank now stands, next to^ 
the ix)st office at the foot of View, about 1891.' 
They were just getting nicely established when a 
horrendous epidemic of smallpox broke out, and 
all business in Victoria came to a grinding halt. 
People were .so frightened they dered not speak 
to each other on the sfreeta. 

Robert and Clara lost their art store, and sold 
their home. Panicked, they mov'ed to Salt Spring 
Island for three years, having purcha.sed the 
property sight unseen. 

The pa>rly built house lacked windows when 
they arrived. They had been smashed. The land 
was rocky and unproductive. It scarcely 8upp<^*t- 
ed couch grass, let alone food crops. 

When their daughter Edith was bom, Clara

came to the family home on Marion Street for tlie 
birth, so as to be close to the amenities of dvik- 
/ation and dear old Dr. Ernest Hall. 

Around 1904, Robert gave up the unequal 
struggle on Salt Spring and moved back to Vic¬ 
toria. He started a period of 35 years of service 
as official gauger and appraiser of liquids, includ¬ 
ing such things as liquoirs, oils, perfunoes, and 
other, for the Canadian Customs. 

He did a lot of business for the government 
w ith the Chinese, who imported their own unique 
liquors. 

Robert lived to be 94. He w^as an ardent sup¬ 
porter of First United Church. He founded and 
named a bibleclass “Onwego,” which he guided 
for iTV>re than 15 years. Members were all yxiung 
fellows of 14 or more and more than 800 went 
through his classes. Many kept in touch whh Wm 
for the rest of their lives. 

Robert and Clara had seven, children. He was 
sur\ived by four daughters, three sons, 17 grand¬ 
children, 35 great-grand-diildren, two sisters and 
a brother, Bert. The majority of the Howells had 
several children and all made their marks, in 
various fields, but in this small space, we can 
only mention a few. Edith Howell is a typical 
lively cricket 

She (iterated her own public stenogi'aphy ser¬ 
vice for 10 years in Victoria; then went to the 
YMCA; later was with food and drug administra¬ 


tion in the Belmont Building doing locally, the job 
noW done from Ottawa by the department of con¬ 
sumer affairs: the surv’eillance of food and drug 
content products in grocery shojis, drug stores 
and restaurants. 

There are cc^ies in the B.C. public archixes 
of an old Aliihabetical Telephone cai'd, printed 
1910.

Three of Robert's sons, .Alfred, Percy and 
Ernest, went into the customs brokerage business 
in 1910, but, according to their sister, Ediith. the 
venture did not flourish for long. The land boom 
of the Edwardian era died suddenly, real estate 
values dropped, business in general was slow, 
and then the war came along. 

The three brothers joined up. By the lime 
they returned from overseas, there was little 
employment in Victoria, so they went homestead¬ 
ing in the Bulkley Valley near Smithers, B.C. 
Each had a quarter sectiwi, which cost the three 
of them a total of J7.0(X>. Tliey struggled manful¬ 
ly, but when it came to cutting and shipping hay 
crops, they couldn’t compete with prices from 
Seattle. They had to route through Prince Rupert 
and Vancouver. Freight costs made it impossible 
to sell for less than the Americans or even to 
meet their price. 

The brothers, Alfred, Percy, and Ernest wei'e 
all married by this time, their wives were loyal, 
and game, but it was a rough sttDaition. 

Like so many other returned soldiei's from 
the First World War, the men lacked experience, 
e<iuipment, and cash to see them through lean 
ami learning years. 

On paper, homestead land was very a(>- 


ix^aling to young men wlxo had seen the tragic 
{>light of ci-owded European countries. The Sol- 
<liers Settlement Board also lacked experience, 
and the hordes of optimistic immigrants of di- 
\ er.se racial backgrounds who flocked to western 
Canada generated their own prcrf)lems by sheer 
weight of numbers. In the long pull it all worked 
out, but many individuals had a rouj^ time in the 
interim. 

TTieir struggle was not entirely in vain. 

Bitter les.sons were engraved in the hearts 
and minds of those who went throi^h it, and the 
department of veterans affairs, set up after the 
•Second World War. did a far better .fob of assissl- 
ing veterans in many areas of work, educaticr), 
scholarships, and land use. During the interven¬ 
ing years much knowledge of agriculture was 
gained, and distributed; and functional farm 
equipment became commonplace. The Howell 
l>r.>thors gave up their land to fhe 1920 b and w'ent 
into various businesses. 

There was one bachelor in the original Howell 
family, Bertram, better known as Bert, who bved 
well into his 90s. He resided with his parents, and 
.after they pas.sed on, with his sister Nell, in the 
family home on Marion Street. 

In 1894, he began his aM>rentjceship in elec¬ 
trical work, and remained with it until he retired. 
He was the first electrician in Victoria. 

In 1902 Bert went to Whitehorse to help install 
one of ttie first automatic dial telephone ex¬ 
changes in Canada. 1906 took him to Portland to 
set up the lighting and wiring for the famou.«! 
I.ewi8 and Clark Exposition. He remained there 
in charge of the operation until the Exposition 
closed in 1911. Bert Howell wired and lit the 
legislative buildings In Victoria. 

'There are listed in the Victoria telephone 
book a bakers’ dozen of Howell families. Chances 
are, the ma.iority of them are grand and great 
and great-gi'eat-grandcl>ildren of the Alfred Ho¬ 
well and Ms wife Jane, who came to Canada in 
the 18806, and cemtributed greatly to the quality 
of life in many parts of Canada. Lake all enlight¬ 
ened Canadians, they tend to retire to Victoria.

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/ have a confession to make. I am a fair weather 
bike rider. When the rains come down and the sun is 
hidden—and after last winter I was beginning to wonder 
when It wasn't—I keep my bike In the basement. That's 
why I was surprised to find that, despite Its reputation 
as one of the rainiest spots in North America, Port 
Renfrew should be the site of the nicest cycling route 
I have yet discovered. 


The advantages of cycling the 
San Juan Valley are many, assum¬ 
ing the weather is good, and during 
tihe iummer you can count on about 
7*> to W per cent of the days being 
•i'jnny. 

First, the route is almost entirely 
level, following the wide flood 
laid Sown in the glacial valley by 
••he river ^since the ice disappeared 
several thousand years ago. When 
the r^ad finally do^ turn up the hill 
you’ve completed a good ride in it 
■lelf and may want to turn back, al- 
rhiMgh you don’t have to. 

Secondly, w'inds in the regii>o 
t^ad to l>e mild, rarely eKceedlng 
five miles an hour, so even wdien 
y>x have to buck the wind, it’s not 
had. 


Thirdly, and to me the most ini- 
piriant. traffic is generally rather 
light, consisting of company vehicles 
of B.C. Forst Pi-oducts during the 
week and a smattering of campers 
and trailers on the weekends. 

Now. the bad news. Traffic, when 
it does get bad. can be. quite literal¬ 
ly. a killer. The road is a private 
logging rt>ad ami among the com¬ 
pany vehicles that use it during the 
w’eek are Bftl logging trucks. 

Since it Is a private road, the 
trucks are considerably larger than 
those you see on the open highway 
and the fii*st time you come amund 
a corner to see 100 tons of wood and 
steel hearing (kmn on you. well. y*»u 
move over fast, and I do mean fast.

living in the area for a month this 
.spring and, as long as I was careful 
I never had any trouble. 

A logical place to starf-. although 
not the only jumping off point, is the 
Deering Bridge, where the road 
from Victoria intersects the BCFP 
main line. Just to the right of the 
bridge is the Deering picnic ground 
You can park your car there, or if 
you plan on staying a couple of 
days, try the Fairy I.ake camp¬ 
ground. three miles to the east. 

TTie road runs east thiviugh Tl\e 
valley past marshes and baik- 
washes of the river. The marsh on 
your right is the home of several 
swan breeding pairs and quite a few 
minks. I’ve also seen a bla< k bear 
sitting pletuiantly in the sun on the 
other side of the river watching me 
sitting pleasantly on niy side of the 
river in the sun. 

, The only other large carnivoi'e in 
the area is the cougar, but neither 
the bears nor the cats are to f»e 
feared, just res|>e( ied. 

Ftxom the marshes, tlie road t uns 
through forest, past some second 
grw'ih originally logged in 1919 “ind 
across Stony, or Fairy. Creek. 

Just past the creek is Fairy I.ake 
Campsite, run by BCFP as part rt 
their recreation program. 

A recreation officer is available 
to help with problems nn*sr day.* 


and he keeps trie campground neat 
and clean so y^xi can enji>y y*>uc 
stay. 

Bi>aLs are allosved on the lake 
but power boats are discouraged. U 
you w'ant to spend the weekend, t>e 
aware that this popular camping 
area and the campsite fills by Fri¬ 
day night. 

Past Fairy Lake the road con¬ 
tinues through nice w'est coast 
cixintry. In fact, the nicest thing 
about this trip in many w-ays is that 
there is nothing notable about It. It’s 
iust riding through beautiful country 
wdth the breeze in your hair and on 
your face, the sounds of the bird in 
your ears and a feeling of being one 
with the world that you never get in 
to\vn. 

WTien you get to Granite Creek 
bridge, it’s best to get off and walk 
actxsss or you may stick a wheel into 
the g€qi between a couple of planks 
and take a nasty spill. The same 
goes for the low'er Harris Creek 
bridge, the next one you come to. 

The logging road heading into the 
bush from Granite Creek is the end 
of one of the old railw-ay grades

heavier line to the boulder. Over this the rest 
the crew swung their way to the'beach . . 

With daylight, second engineer Sivertsen, 
steward Petersen and second mate Hanson re- 
l)(>arded the Tatjana, which was still lodged on 
the reef. Looting the sb^ of tarpaulins, focKl ami 
kenjsene with which to start a fire, they refciyod 
the vital suf^lies by way of the lifeline, wt)en 
those ashore made themselves as comfortable as 
j*ossible. • 

As the surf had fallen considerably, six crew¬ 
men decided to launch one <rf the Tatjana’s life- 
l>oat8, and, late that afternoon, they pulled for 
Ramfield, to be transferred to HMCS Armentieres 
ju.st as darkness fell. The naval patrol craft then 
t<¥)k them back to Bamfield for the night.

The next moming, Armentieres proceeded to 
the scene of the wreck and remove^ the remaindr 
er of the ci'ew, but for Capt H^jJvig, the first male 
and chief engineer, who volunteer^ to stand by 
The wreck aboard the coastal steamer Tees, 
which also had arrived. 

When asked if he knew of the wireless ilii ec-- 
tion-finding stations at Pachena ^d Tatoosh 
lights, second mate Hanson replied that he had 
been aware of their existence, having been in 
these waters during a previous voyage abwixl the 
Tatjana, so-me three months earlier. 

But, he explained, the Norwegian freighter 
had been unable to ask her bearings of Pachena 
Point during the hburs leading up to her strand¬ 
ing because her wireless was out of commission 
at the time. 

Not until after she hit the beach had her radio 
♦ ►p«M*ator been able to repair her wireless and 
i ei>ort her predicament to the rest of the wwid. 

Because of the heroism of Brown and Sam- 
sing, the Tatjana’s cotiijwny survhed witlaait 
faUillty. 




Surprisingly, their ship also escai)ed the 
Graxeyard of the Pacific (one of the few vessel^ 
which cbme to grief here and which lived to sail 
again). 

Although abandoned as a total loss by her 
owners, she was pulled free by the Pacific Sal¬ 
vage Co., rebuilt, and returned to service umler 
charter to the Robert Dollar Steamship Co. In 
July of 1925, after having completed two vojages 
for the American finn, it was re|X)rted that the 
Tat jana had been resold, to once more sail under 
the NonVegian flag.
